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THE  NAVY  MEDAL  OF.  HONOR

The  first  Navy  decoration,  and  indeed  the  first  decoration  officially 
authorized  for  wear  by  service  personnel  of  the  United  States  was  the 
Navy  Medal  of  Honor.  This  award  was  created  by  a bill  introduced  by 
Senator  James  W.  Grimes  of  Iowa,  who  was  chairman  of  the  Naval 
Affairs  Committee.  This  act  was  approved  by  President  Lincoln  Decem- 
ber 21,  1861. 

The  Medal  of  Honor  answered  a longfelt  need  for  a means  of  recog- 
nizing outstanding  acts  of  valor  and  devotion  to  duty  by  men  of  the 
Navy.  The  Medal  was  a child  of  its  times,  being  created  when  a national 
awareness  of  the  importance  of  the  armed  forces  to  the  preservation  of 
the  Union  was  reaching  its  peak.  Though  some  persons  objected  to  the 
ijMedal  or  any  other  medal  as  trappings  of  feudalism  and  the  caste 
system,  by  and  large  the  public  sentiment  favored  its  adoption. 

The  Act  of  1861  has  since  been  modified  many  times.  The  Act  of 
arch  3,  1901  provided  “That  any  enlisted  man  of  the  Navy  or  Marine 
orps  who  shall  have  distinguished  himself  in  battle  or  displayed  extra- 
rdinary  heroism  in  the  line  of  his  profession  shall,  upon  the  recom- 
endation  of  his  commanding  officer,  approved  by  the  flag  officer  and 
:he  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  receive  a gratuity  and  Medal  of  Honor.” 
The  gratuity  was  $100.00. 

The  Medal  of  Honor  for  officers  of  the  Navy,  Marine  Corps  and 
oast  Guard  was  authorized  by  the  Act  of  March  3,  1915.  It  provided 
hat  “The  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  empowered  to  prepare 
suitable  Medal  of  Honor  to  be  awarded  to  any  officer  of  the  Navy, 
arine  Corps,  or  Coast  Guard  who  shall  have  distinguished  himself  in 
attle  or  displayed  extraordinary  heroism  in  the  line  of  his  profession.” 

The  latest  of  the  acts  governing  the  award  of  the  Navy  Medal  of 
lonor  is  that  of  August  7,  1942,  which  provides  that  “the  President  of 
le  United  States  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  present  in  the  name 
f Congress,  a Medal  of  Honor  to  any  person  who,  while  in  the  naval 
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service  of  the  United  States,  shall,  in  action  involving  actual  conflict 
with  the  enemy,  or  in  the  line  of  his  profession,  distinguish  himself 
conspicuously  by  gallantry  and  intrepidity  at  the  risk  of  his  life  above 
and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  and  without  detriment  to  his  command  or  to 
the  command  to  which  attached.” 

As  soon  as  the  act  authorizing  the  Navy  Medal  of  Honor  was  signed 
by  President  Lincoln,  Gideon  Welles,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  requested 
the  Director  of  the  United  States  Mint  to  prepare  suggestions  for  a 
design.  By  February  17,  1862,  flve  designs  had  been  submitted  to  Welles, 
and  all  of  these  were  disapproved.  In  May  two  more  designs  were  sub- 
mitted by  Director  Pollock.  His  letter  of  May  6,  1862,  transmitting  the 
designs  to  Secretary  Welles  describes  one  of  them  as  follows: 

“No.  1,  Obverse  — The  foul  spirit  of  secession  and  rebellion  is  repre- 
sented by  a male  figure  in  a crouching  attitude  holding  in  his  hands 
serpents,  which  with  forked  tongues  are  striking  at  a large  female  figure 
representing  the  Union  or  Genius  of  Our  Country,  who  holds  in  her 
right  hand  a shield  and  in  her  left  the  fasces.” 

Pollock  expressed  preference  for  this  design. 

In  a brief  reply  dated  May  9,  1862,  Welles  approved  design  No.  1 
and  asked  for  the  price  in  gold,  silver,  and  bronze.  On  May  13,  1862, 
James  B.  Longacre  estimated  the  cost  of  the  dies  in  a memorandum  to 
Mr.  Pollock: 

“Mint  of  the  United  States 
Philadelphia,  May  13,  1862 

Dear  Sir: 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  pattern  and  devices  for  a medallic 
star,  I think  the  cost  of  preparing  all  the  dies  that  would  be  required  in 
the  manufacture,  and  engraving,  in  the  best  manner,  would  be  from 
$600  to  $800. 

Very  respectfully, 

/s/  James  B.  Longacre 

Hon.  James  Pollock 
Director  of  the  Mint” 

In  a letter  of  the  same  date  as  the  above  memorandum.  Pollock 
furnished  Secretary  Welles  the  required  estimates.  Two  days  later  the 
Acting  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  Mr.  Fox,  placed  an  order  with  the  mint 
for  medals  in  the  amount  of  one  thousand  dollars: 

“The  appropriation  for  this  object  is  one  thousand  dollars  and  you 
will  please  furnish  as  many  medals  in  bronze  of  design  No.  1 as  the 
appropriation  will  allow  ...” 

The  dies  were  nearly  completed  by  September  15,  1862,  and  on 
September  30  three  specimens  were  sent  to  Secretary  Welles.  Meanwhile, 
an  arrangement  had  been  made  with  the  Philadelphia  Arm  of  William 
Wilson  and  Son,  silversmiths,  to  complete  the  medals  by  adding  attach- 
ments including  the  ribbon  and  furnishing  appropriate  cases.  Thus  the* 
star  alone  was  struck  by  the  Mint,  while  the  buckles,  anchor  and  sus- 
pension rings  were  made  as  well  as  assembled  by  Wilson.  The  cases  and' 
ribbons  were  no  doubt  obtained  by  Wilson  by  sub-contracting.  Theirs 
trade  mark  appears  inside  the  cover  of  the  original  cases  (Plate  I,  No.  3). 
This  arrangement  had  the  approval  of  Secretary  Welles,  who  wrote:  i 

“Navy  Department 
Oct.  23,  1862 
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Sir; 


I herewith  transmit  the  specimen  ‘Medal  of  Honor’  with  attachment 
forwarded  to  the  Navy  Department  by  Messrs  William  Wilson  and  Son. 

The  entire  arrangement  is  satisfactory  to  the  Department.  The 
proposition  of  Messrs  Wilson  is  accepted  except  the  engraving  of  the 
medals  which  is  not  desireable  to  have  done  at  present.  Omitting  the 
engraving,  the  cost  of  the  attachments,  with  case,  will  be  one  dollar 
fifty  cents  for  each  medal.  When  engraving  is  wanted  the  Department 
will  call  on  Messrs  Wilson  and  Son  to  do  it  at  the  price  name,  twenty- 
five  cents  each. 

Will  you  please  have  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  medals 
struck  in  copper  (bronzed)  and  turned  over  to  Messrs  Wilson  and  Son 
who  will  arrange  the  attachments  — a bill  of  expenses  to  be  forwarded 
with  the  medals  to  the  Department.

The  medals  were  completed  by  December,  1862.  In  a letter  dated 
December  13,  Pollock  billed  Secretary  Welles  for  the  cost  of  producing 
the  initial  lot; 

‘‘Engraving  Dies  for  medal,  collars  etc.  $500.00 

175  Medals  # 350  each  61.25 

Messrs  Wilson  and  Son  for  attachment,  175  @ $1.50  262.50 

$823.75” 

He  adds; 

‘‘The  metal  attachments  have  a lighter  bronze  than  the  medals  to 
produce  a pleasing  contrast.  The  bronze  used  is  not  subject  to  oxidation 
(sic)  which  is  deemed  important.” 


The  reference  to  the  color  of  the  attachments  may  have  been  a 
precaution  taken  by  Pollock  to  explain  in  advance  a difference  due  to 
poor  supervision  of  Wilson  in  producing  the  attachments. 


All  of  the  designs  of  the  medal  had  been  prepared  by  Christian 
Schussell,  Professor  of  Painting  and  Drawing  at  the  Pennsylvania 
Academy.  The  engraving  of  the  hub  and  dies  was  done  by  Anthony  C. 
aquet  of  the  United  States  Mint,  who  later  designed  the  1868  pattern 
or  the  International  Five  Dollar  or  Twenty-Five  Franc  piece  and  many 
f the  Presidential  Series  medals.  The  reverse  of  the  medal  was  left 
lank  for  engraving  the  name  of  the  recipient  and  a brief  account  of  the 
ct  for  which  the  medal  was  awarded. 

The  hub  did  not  include  the  stars  of  the  circle,  leaves  in  the  points 
f the  star  or  the  fine  details  of  the  figures,  these  being  cut  by  the  en- 
raver  after  the  sinking  of  the  dies.  Thus,  if  minor  die  varieties  are 
und,  they  will  most  likely  show  differences  in  these  details. 

By  provisions  of  Navy  Department  General  Order  No.  10  of  April  3, 
63,  additional  awards  of  the  medal  to  the  same  person  were  to  be 
cognized  by  “a  bar  attached  to  the  ribbon  by  which  the  Medal  is  sus- 
nded;  and  for  every  additional  act  of  the  kind,  an  additional  bar”  was 
uthorized.  These  were  probably  never  awarded  for  none  are  in  the 
unt  Collection  and  neither  the  author  nor  the  present  officials  of  the 
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Navy  Board  of  Medals  and  Awards  has  ever  seen  one.  Belden  states  in 
his  United  States  War  Medals  that  they  were  never  issued. 

Since  the  first  issue  of  the  Medal  several  modifications  of  the  ribbon 
and  suspension  mechanism  have  been  made,  although  the  design  of  the 
star  has  remained  unchanged.  These  modifications  have  resulted  in  four 
major  varieties  and  one  minor  variation. 

Variety  I (Plate  I,  No.  1) 

The  first  variety  was  struck  in  very  red  bronze.  The  ribbon  has  a 
field  of  blue  at  the  top  while  alternating  red  and  white  stripes,  in  the 
same  order  as  in  the  National  Ensign,  form  the  lower  two- thirds  of  the 
ribbon.  The  star  is  suspended  from  the  ribbon  by  an  anchor  joined  to  a 
bronze  buckle  bearing  a five  pointed  star.  The  ribbon  secured  at  the  top 
to  a similar  buckle  without  the  star  provided  with  a pin.  The  suspension 
anchor  is  fouled  by  a cable  formed  of  twisted  bronze  wire  soldered  on. 
The  star  of  this  variety  has  a dark  glossy  surface  when  in  mint  state. 
The  attachments  are  a lighter  red  tone.  A pattern  or  trial  piece,  evi- 
dently struck  in  the  early  stages  of  the  negotiations  between  Welles  and 
Pollock,  exists  in  silver.  This  specimen,  the  only  one  known  to  the 
author  or  Navy  Department  officials,  is  in  the  Mint  Collection  in  the 
National  Museum  and  is  probably  unique. 

Variety  II  (Plate  I,  No.  4) 

The  second  variety  of  the  medal  seems  to  have  appeared  before  the 
Spanish-American  War  Period.  It  shows  a modification  of  the  sus- 
pension anchor  and  changes  in  the  finish  and  weight  of  the  star  and 
buckles.  The  anchor  chain  has  been  eliminated  and  the  star  increased 
in  thickness.  The  star  does  not  show  the  dark  glossy  surface  which 
characterizes  Variety  I.  The  nine  specimens  which  I was  able  to  examine 
bear  dates  of  acts  performed  between  the  years  1881  and  1904.  The 
Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Mint  for  the  year  1880  records  that  75 
“Medals  of  Honor”  were  struck  in  bronze  during  the  fiscal  year  ending 
in  1880.  This  is  the  first  record  of  the  striking  of  any  since  the  1860s. 

It  is  possible  that  the  chainless  variety  dates  from  this  period. 

Variety  III  (Plate  I,  No.  2) 

About  1904  a marked  change  was  made  in  the  appearance  of  the 
medal.  The  form  of  the  metal  parts  remained  the  same  as  those  of 
Varieties  I and  II,  but  they  were  struck  in  light  yellow  bronze  and  the 
thickness  of  the  star  was  again  increased  until  it  was  now  almost  double 
the  thickness  of  Variety  I.  The  red,  white  and  blue  ribbon  was  replaced 
by  one  of  light  blue  having  13  stars  embroidered  in  three  chevrons  in 
the  center.  These  changes  produced  a medal  of  great  beauty  as  compared 
with  the  rather  unattractive  appearance  of  Varieties  I and  II.  This 
variety  is  apparently  scarce.  The  author  has  seen  only  one  complete 
specimen,  which  is  unengraved  and  in  the  National  Museum  Collection. 
This  variety  is  illustrated  in  an  official  publication  of  the  Ordinance 
Department  U.  S.  Army  dated  1919  as  the  official  Navy  Medal  of  Honor,  I 
although  the  neck  suspension  variety  had  been  adopted  in  1913.  This  J 
may  have  been  a pattern.  The  exact  dating  of  the  medal  and  its  true 
nature  will  have  to  be  determined  through  future  research.  At  the 
present,  no  Mint  or  Navy  Department  records  which  the  author  has  / 
been  able  to  see  give  any  clue  to  its  identity. 
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Variety  IV  (Plate  II,  No.  2) 

A radical  change  in  the  method  of  suspension  appeared  in  1913. 
The  breast  suspension  buckles  and  ribbon  being  replaced  by  a neck  rib- 
bon or  cravat.  This  ribbon  is  the  same  color  as  Variety  III,  the  three 
chevrons  of  stars  appearing  above  the  star  under  the  bronze  suspension 
loop. 

During  the  period  of  World  War  II  a minor  variation  of  this  variety 
appeared.  The  suspension  loop  being  hidden  by  a fold  in  the  ribbon 
which  forms  a small  “pillow”  upon  which  the  chevrons  of  stars  appear. 
This  resulted,  it  is  believed,  from  the  fact  that  during  the  late  war  the 
Navy  had  to  accept  the  Army  type  ribbon  with  the  “pillow”  fold.  This 
is  the  type  awarded  at  present. 

Variety  V (Plate  II,  No.  1) 

The  Medal  of  Honor  for  combat  service  only  1917-18  was  established 
by  the  Act  of  February  4,  1919,  which  provides  “That  the  President  of 
the  United  States  be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  present  in  the  name  of 
Congress,  a Medal  of  Honor  to  any  person  who,  while  in  the  naval  service 
of  the  United  States,  shall,  in  action  involving  actual  conflict  with  the 
enemy,  distinguish  himself  conspicuously  by  gallantry  and  intrepidity  at 
the  risk  of  his  life  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  and  without  detri- 
ment to  the  mission  of  his  command  or  the  command  to  which  attached.” 

This  medal,  awarded  for  acts  taking  place  only  during  World  War 
I,  consists  of  a Maltese  cross  of  solid  gold.  In  each  of  the  arms  is  an 
anchor  without  chain.  Superimposed  on  the  cross  is  an  octagonal  medal- 
lion surrounded  by  a wreath  of  oak  leaves  and  bearing  the  eagle  of  the 
Great  Seal  of  the  United  States.  Around  the  edge  of  the  medallion  is 
the  inscription,  “United  States  Navy  1917-1918.”  The  ribbon  is  of  the 
same  color  and  design  as  that  of  Variety  III.  It  was  designed  and  struck 
by  Tiffany  and  Company  of  New  York  City  under  contract  with  the 
Navy  Department. 

From  1861  until  the  origin  of  the  Specially  Meritorious  Medal  — War 
with  Spain  on  March  3,  1901,  the  Medal  of  Honor  was  the  only  award 
with  which  outstanding  acts  of  bravery  by  naval  personnel  could  be 
recognized.  Consequently,  during  the  forty-year  period  from  1861-1901 
many  acts  which  today  might  rate  a lower  award  were  recognized  by 
presentation  of  the  Medal  of  Honor,  while  many  acts  which  should  have 
been  recognized  to  a lesser  degree  could  not  be  rewarded  other  than  by 
letter  of  commendation. 

This  discrepancy  was  partially  corrected  by  the  authorization  in 
1901  of  the  Specially  Meritorious  Medal  referred  to  above,  and  this  was 
followed  by  the  Navy  Cross  and  Distinguished  Service  Medal  in  1919. 
Today  the  Navy  Medal  of  Honor  heads  the  list  of  the  10  United  States 
decorations  which  naval  personnel  may  receive,  and  it  is  now  reserved 
for  only  the  highest  acts  of  bravery,  self-sacriflce  and  devotion  to  duty.

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A NOTE  OF  THE  CHIN  DYNASTY 

By  H.  F.  BOWKER 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Chen  Cho-wei  of  Hongkong  we  are 
enabled  to  picture  and  describe  a hitherto  unpublished  paper  note  of 
the  Chin  dynasty,  the  so-called  Nu-chen  Tartars,  who  reigned  in  China 
from  1115  to  1234  A.  D.  This  note  was  an  outstanding  exhibit  in  Mr. 
Chen’s  exhibition  of  Chinese  money  at  the  Hongkong  University  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Sino-British  Club  in  September  1949. 

Insofar  as  is  known,  this  is  the  first  publication  of  this  particular 
variety  in  any  language.  Andrew  McFarland  Davis,  in  his  book  entitled 
A Chinese  Work  on  Numismatics,  which  is  a translation  of  Ch’uan  Pu 
Tung  Chill  by  Meng  Lin,  whose  manuscript  dates  from  circa  1480  and 
was  originally  published  in  1833,  fully  describes  two  notes  of  the  Tien 
Hui  period,  1123-1134  A.  D.  In  the  appendix  of  the  same  work  he  further 
describes  five  other  notes  of  this  dynasty  which  were  originally  pub- 
lished by  Lo  Chen-yu  in  his  Ssu  Chao  Ch’ao  Pi  Tu  Lu  (Illustrated 
Record  of  the  Paper  Money  of  Four  Dynasties).  None  of  these  is  of  the 
short-lived  Cheng  Yuan  period  which  ran  from  1153-1155  A.  D.,  from 
which  the  present  note  emanated. 

The  note  is  block-printed  on  paper  measuring  7 IS"  x 11t^".  Through 
the  almost  800  years  of  its  existence  it  has  become  somewhat  stained 
and  worn  where  folded,  but  is  still  in  tolerably  good  condition.  All  of 
the  Chinese  characters  of  its  inscription  are  sufficiently  clear  to  insure 
a positive  translation,  which  is  given  below: 

The  Five  Kwan  Note  of  Cheng-yuan  (1153-1155  A.D.)  of  the  Chin 
dynasty. 

This  note  was  issued  during  the  reign  of  the  Emperor  Hai-ling 
Wang,  who  ruled  from  1149  to  1160  A.  D.,  but  whose  reign  title  was 
Tien  Te  from  1149  to  1152,  Cheng-yuan  from  1153  to  1155,  and  Cheng- 
lung  from  1156  to  1160. 

Translation  of  Inscriptions 

Written  horizontally  within  the  upper  border,  reading  from  right 
to  left:  Cheng-yuan  Tung  Using  Pao  Ch’ao,  Cheng-yuan  (period) 
general  circulation  treasure  note. 

In  upper-center  panel,  Wu  Kwan,  five  kwan  (strings  of  cash),  over 
a pictorial  representation  of  the  five  strings  of  cash,  and  flanked  by  two 
vertical  tablets  containing  great  seal  characters  reading  respectively: 
Cheng-yuan  treasure  note,  and,  to  be  current  throughout  the  empire. 

In  the  lower-center  panel  columns  of  Chinese  characters  reading 
from  right  to  left:  Hu  Pu/Tsou  Chun  Yin  Tsao/Ch’eng  Yuan  Ta  Pao 
Ch’ao  Yu  Tung  Ch’ien/Tung  Using  Shih  Yung  Wei  Tsao  Che  Chan/Kao 
Pu  Che  Shang  Pao  Ch’ao  Wu  Pai/Kwan  Ping  Chi  Fan  Jen  Chia  Ch’an/ 
Cheng  Yuan  Nien  Yueh  Jih. 

The  Board  of  Revenue,  having  petitioned  and  received  Imperial 
sanction,  prints  the  Cheng-yuan  great  treasure  note  for  currency  as 
copper  coins.  The  counterfeiter  shall  be  decapitated;  the  reward  shall 
be  five  hundred  kwan  (strings  of  cash)  in  treasure  notes. 

The  two  red  seals  superimposed  on  the  face  of  the  note  have  not 
been  translated.  It  is  considered  to  be  a curious  circumstance  that  the 
dragons  in  the  border  are  4-toed  and  not  the  5-toed  Imperial  emblems.

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THE  HOUSE  OF  AUSTRIA

Around  the  year  1500,  Europe  was  in  monetary  as  well  as  political 
and  cultural  ferment.  Technical  progress  in  warfare  coupled  with 
political  trends  had  made  the  feudal  military  system  with  its  payment  for 
service  in  lands  held  by  the  servitor  and  temporary  levies  obsolete.  Armies 
became  permanent  and  professional  and  had  to  be  paid  in  coined  money, 
a commodity  medieval  civilization  had  done  well  enough  without.  At  the 
same  time  the  revival  of  commerce  across  Europe  spurred  the  need  for 
more  media  of  exchange,  and  finally,  the  new  mercury  process  for  sepa- 
rating precious  metal  from  its  ore  and  the  infiux  of  bullion  from  the 
Spanish  conquests  in  the  New  World  caused  a steady  price  infiation.  The 
old  system  of  money  based  on  tHe  denarius  or  penny  and  its  multiples 
up  to  four  no  longer  sufficed  in  an  age  when  feudal  dues  were  being 
demanded  in  cash  and  princes  needed  large  and  liquid  war  chests  to  carry 
on  their  unceasing  dynastic  wars. 

One  result  was  the  institution  of  a regular  and  extensive  gold  coin- 
age; the  Italian  ducato  and  fiorino  became  universal  in  Northern  Europe 
under  one  name  or  another,  but  gold  was  neither  so  plentiful  nor  prices  so 
high  that  gold  achieved  the  monetary  position  it  has  reached  in  more 
recent  times.  Monarchs  and  lords  counted  their  revenues  in  ducats  or 
goldgulden,  but  the  ordinary  needs  of  the  day  required  a unit  of  greater 
value  than  the  penny  or  groschen,  yet  of  less  worth  than  the  ducat,  which 
the  common  man  rarely  possessed. 

The  rich  silver  mines  of  Central  Europe  provided  a means  close  at 
hand  to  the  princes.  At  that  time  silver  had  a much  higher  value  in 
relation  to  gold  than  at  present,  and  the  final  and  best  answer  to  the 
needs  of  a cash  economy  was  the  large  silver  coin. 

The  rise  of  the  large  silver  coin  and  the  House  of  Austria  to  Euro- 
pean prominence  came  simultaneously,  and  it  was  the  Habsburgs  who 
first  instituted  the  monetary  system  that  long  dominated  the  Holy  Roman 
Empire  and  which  still  survives  to  some  extent  today.  However,  towards 
the  last  quarter  of  the  Fifteenth  Century  the  fortunes  of  the  Habsburgs 
had  never  looked  darker.  From  obscure  Swiss  beginnings,  they  had  gained 
control  of  the  rich  duchies  of  Austria,  Styria  (Steiermark),  Carinthia 
(Karnten)  Carniola  (Krain),  and  the  County  of  Tirol,  all  of  which 
comprise  modern  Austria.  They  had  off  and  on  held  the  crowns  of 
Hungary  and  Bohemia,  which  were  elective  and  therefore  hard  to  retain. 
Yet  in  the  1470s  Matthias  of  Hungary  drove  the  head  of  the  house  from 
his  ancestral  possessions,  and  Friedrich  III,  who  was  also  emperor  of 
Germany  but  powerless  and  despised  in  that  land,  was  forced  to  wander 
with  his  handsome  son  Maximilian  from  court  to  court  in  the  west. 
Friedrich’s  cousin,  the  Archduke  (a  title  he  had  conferred  on  his  family 
in  1453)  Sigmund  held  the  Tirol,  but  there  was  enmity  between  the  two, 
and  no  assistance  could  be  had  from  this  quarter.  However,  Friedrich 
carried  with  him  on  his  banners  and  had  marked  on  his  personal  belong- 
ings, the  mysterious  vowels.  A,  E,  I,  O,  U,  (Alles  Erdreich  ist  Oesterreich 
untertan  or  Austria  est  imperare  orbem  universo)  signifying  Austria  is 
to  rule  the  whole  world.  This  prophecy  was  to  find  near-fulfillment. 
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Charles  the  Bold  of  Burgundy  had  one  of  the  finest  courts  of  Europe 
but  lacked  the  regal  title,  which  could  be  conferred  only  by  the  emperor. 
A pact  was  made  to  wed  his  daughter  an  heiress,  Mary,  to  Maximilian 
in  return  for  the  royal  diadem.  Charles  was  killed  fighting  the  Swiss  in 
1477,  and  France  seized  most  of  Burgundy,  but  the  marriage  took  place, 
and  young  Maximilian  with  a great  exhibition  of  vigor  was  able  to  retain 
the  Low  Countries,  Alsace,  and  part  of  Burgundy,  all  territories  which 
had  been  under  the  sway  of  Charles.  He  secured  these  dominions  and  was 
able  to  retake  Austria,  including  the  Tirol,  at  the  point  of  the  sword. 
Meanwhile,  in  1484,  the  Archduke  Sigmund  had  issued  the  first  large 
silver  coin,  called  the  guldengroschen,  since  it  was  equivalent  to  the 
current  gold  unit,  the  gulden. 

On  the  death  of  his  father  Friedrich  III,  Maximilian,  who  was  now 
a powerful  prince  in  his  own  right,  was  able  to  secure  the  imperial  title. 
Mary  of  Burgundy  bore  him  a son,  called  Philip  the  Handsome,  who  was 
married  to  Juana  of  Castilla,  the  daughter  of  Ferdinand  and  Isabella  of 
Spain.  Philip  died  young,  and  Juana  being  declared  insane,  the  crowns  of 
Spain  passed  to  their  eldest  son,  Charles,  in  1516.  Meanwhile  Maximilian 
had  worn  himself  out  in  endless  wars  and  intrigues  in  Italy  and  Germany 
and  died  in  1519.  Charles  was  now  sole  heir  to  the  lands  of  the  Habsburgs 
and  after  much  intriguing  and  bribing  was  crowned  Charles  V of  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire. 

At  a time  when  the  monarchies  of  western  Europe  were  consolidat- 
ing into  national  states,  Germany,  or  the  Holy  Roman  Empire  of  the 
German  Nation,  as  it  was  called,  was  still  a loose  organism  under  the 
rule  of  countless  petty  tyrants,  over  whom  the  elective  emperor  had  little 
legal  or  actual  power.  Whatever  force  an  emperor  could  exert  depended 
largely  on  the  power  of  the  territories  he  held  in  his  own  right;  thus 
the  prominence  of  the  Habsburgs  came  from  their  possession  of  broad 
and  opulent  lands  within  the  family;  and  their  greatest  days  were  those 
in  which  they  were  the  foremost  princes  in  the  Empire.  Their  final  fail- 
ure was  their  failure  to  unite  Germany  into  a national  state  along  the 
lines  of  France  or  England  under  their  sole  and  personal  rule. 

Charles  V was  soon  embroiled  in  wars  in  Italy  opposing  the  ambi- 
tion of  France,  wars  against  the  Turk,  and  religious  controversy  within 
the  Empire  due  to  the  Reformation.  He  found  the  burden  too  great  and 
entrusted  his  younger  brother  Ferdinand  with  the  government  of  the 
Austrian  provinces.  Ferdinand,  a man  of  great  energy,  was  crowned 
Roman  King  in  1531,  became  King  of  Hungary  through  marriage  with 
the  heiress  to  that  throne,  Anne,  and  by  means  of  force  established  the 
hereditary  rights  of  the  Habsburgs  to  the  throne  of  Bohemia.  He  was 
chosen  as  Charles’  successor  in  Germany,  since  the  people  of  the  Empire 
had  no  liking  for  Charles’  son  Philip. 

Charles  V,  easily  the  grandest  monarch  in  Christendom,  seemed  on 
the  verge  of  dominating  all  Europe ; however  he  incurred  the  determined 
opposition  of  both  the  Protestant  princes  and  the  pope,  who  always 
fought  too  great  a growth  of  the  imperial  power;  most  of  his  designs 
fell  through,  and  in  disgust  he  retired  to  a monastery  in  Spain  in  1554. 
He  left  the  rule  of  Germany  to  his  brother  Ferdinand,  and  Spain  and  the 
Low  Countries  to  his  son  Philip  II. 
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Most  of  Ferdinand’s  long  reign  in  Austria  had  been  spent  in  secur- 
ing the  crowns  of  Bohemia  and  Hungary  for  the  Habsburg  dynasty;  in 
this  he  was  largely  successful,  and  in  the  control  of  these  kingdoms  the 
framework  for  the  power  of  the  House  of  Austria  was  firmly  established. 
He  ruled  as  Archduke  of  Austria  from  1521,  as  Roman  King  from  1531, 
and  as  emperor  from  1558  to  1564.  During  this  period  the  family  lands 
of  the  Habsburgs  were  declared  indivisible  (the  Tirol  was  treated 
separately)  and  thus  the  dynasty  escaped  the  curse  of  the  Welfs  and 
Wettins,  who  split  their  territories  into  small  and  often  quarrelling  states. 

The  monetary  policies  of  the  Habsburgs  reflected  the  changes  of  the 
era.  The  old  guldengroschen  (or  guldentaler  as  it  was  later  called)  had 
been  largely  superseded  by  the  joachimstaler,  a still  larger  silver  coin 
first  issued  by  the  Counts  Schlick  in  the  Joachimsthal  of  Bohemia.  The 
joachimstaler  or  taler  spread  with  explosive  force  across  Austria,  Ger- 
many, and  Europe.  It  was  first  divided  into  72  kreuzer,  and  many  of  its 
smaller  divisions  struck;  however  there  was  much  monetary  confusion 
over  the  various  estates  of  the  Empire.  An  ordinance  was  issued  in  1524 
regulating  the  currency,  and  finally  in  the  edict  of  19  August  1559  mint- 
ing was  stabilized  with  the  issue  of  guldentaler  as  a unit  of  account  at 
sixty  kreuzer.  The  law  of  1566  established  the  Reichstaler,  as  the  joachim- 
staler was  now  called,  at  ninety  kreuzer,  and  it  was  to  be  issued  con- 
currently with  the  guldentaler.  The  Reichstaler  was  to  weigh  one 
eighth  of  a mark  silver,  or  29.207  g.,  and  it  was  to  contain  25.984  g.  fine 
silver.  It  was  divided  into  half-,  quarter-,  third-,  and  sixth-taler  pieces, 
and  for  small  change  twelfth-taler  (Sechser  or  six  kreuzer),  vierer  (four 
kreuzer),  groschen  (three  kreuzer),  halb-batzen  (two  kreuzer),  and 
kreuzer  pieces  were  struck.  The  names  of  these  smaller  coins  varied 
considerably  in  the  different  estates.  At  the  same  time,  double,  triple, 
and  quintuple  taler  were  occasionally  minted. 

As  early  as  1524  coins  began  to  be  milled  in  Austria,  and  after  the 
1570s  all  Habsburg  regular  issues  were  struck  off  by  the  mill  and  screw 
process  and  were  generally  technically  far  ahead  of  contemporary  Euro- 
pean coinage.  Artistically,  they  were  characteristically  German  with 
lack  of  refinement  but  with  great  vigor  of  portraiture,  made  possible 
by  the  broad  surface  of  the  large  taler. 

The  principal  Habsburg  mints  were  in  the  Upper  Alsace  (Pflrt  and 
Ensisheim),  Austria,  Carinthia,  Styria,  Hall  in  the  Tirol,  Hungary  (Buda 
and  Kremnitz),  Bohemia  (Prague,  Kuttenberg,  Joachimstal),  and  in 
Silesia  after  the  acquisition  of  that  province.  Place  of  issue  was  indicated 
on  the  coins  either  by  a mintmark  or  symbol,  such  as  K B on  coins  of 
Kremnitz  (Magyar  Kormocz  Banya)  or  by  the  arms  of  the  province 
on  the  breast  shield  of  the  imperial  double  eagle  or  as  a heart  shield  with- 
in the  coat  of  arms  of  all  the  Habsburg  dominions.  Coins  in  the  name  of 
the  Habsburg  emperor  were  also  struck  by  the  free  and  imperial  cities 
of  Germany,  such  as  Augsburg,  Nurnberg,  and  Frankfort,  sometimes 
with  his  portrait,  but  these  are  not  considered  Habsburg  issues,  unless 
specifically  struck  by  the  imperial  armies  during  an  occupation. 

Ferdinand  I died  in  1564,  leaving  to  his  son  Maximilian  II  the  crowns 
of  Bohemia  and  Hungary  with  the  duchy  of  Austria ; to  his  son  the  Arch- 
duke Carl  went  Carinthia  and  Styria;  and  the  other  son  received  the 
magnificent  Tirol  with  Upper  Alsace.  The  county  of  Tirol,  comprising

some  13,000  square  miles  to  the  west  of  Austria,  possessed  at  Hall  exten- 
sive silver  mines,  and  during  his  long  reign  from  1564  to  1595  the 
Archduke  Ferdinand  II  issued  vast  numbers  of  the  large  silver  coins. 
Ferdinand  was  the  first  famous  collector  of  armor,  starting  the  world 
famous  Austrian  collection  when  the  collecting  was  good,  and  broke 
tradition  by  marrying  Phillipine  Welser  of  Augsburg,  a commoner  though 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  women  of  Europe. 

On  the  imperial  throne  Maximilian  was  a tolerant  but  not  overly 
forceful  man,  inclined  to  compromise  in  the  religious  strife  of  the  day. 
In  spite  of  official  repression  by  Charles  V and  Ferdinand  I,  the  Protestant 
religion  had  spread  over  the  Empire  and  was  insignificant  only  in  Bavaria 
and  the  Tirol.  Maximilian’s  attempts  at  toleration  and  reconciliation 
merely  angered  both  parties,  the  Catholics  and  the  Lutherans,  and  by 
encouraging  the  Protestants  but  not  securing  their  rights  exposed  them 
to  the  retaliation  of  his  successors.  Maximilian’s  own  son,  Rudolf  II,  and 
his  brother  Carl  of  Styria  made  great  efforts  to  repress  the  reformed 
religion  in  spite  of  the  disfavor  of  the  emperor. 

Rudolf  II  ruled  from  the  death  of  his  father  in  1575  until  1612. 
A gloomy  and  apprehensive  man,  he  feared  assassination  by  a member 
of  his  own  family  and  for  this  reason  refused  to  marry  or  have  sons. 
During  his  reign  tensions  were  building  up  within  the  Empire  that  could 
no  longer  be  repressed  by  peaceful  means.  The  young  Habsburgs  were 
educated  at  the  bigoted  court  of  Spain,  where  their  cousins  ruled,  and 
through  personal  conviction  and  the  belief  that  their  fortune  lay  with  the 
extreme  Catholic  party,  they  continued  to  fight  the  Reformation,  which 
was  now  beyond  suppression.  Rudolf’s  hand  brought  the  Empire  to  such 
a sorry  pass  that  his  brother  Matthias  wrested  the  rule  from  him  before 
his  death,  and  on  that  event  in  1612,  became  emperor. 

Rudolf  II  had  ruled  as  Count  of  the  Tirol  from  1595  until  1612, 
striking  coins  with  his  name  and  image  in  that  province.  His  brother 
Maximilian  III  was  appointed  governor  of  the  Tirol  1603,  and  in  1612 
this  archduke  was  formally  invested  with  the  county.  Maximilian  III  of 
Austria  was  also  Grandmaster  of  the  Teutonic  Order  and  struck  coins 
showing  himself  both  as  reigning  prince  in  the  Tirol  and  as  grandmaster. 
He  expired  in  1618,  leaving  no  heirs. 

Matthias’  reign  produced  no  better  for  the  Empire,  and  before  his 
death  in  1619  a conspiracy  hatched  by  his  brother  Maximilian  HI  of  the 
Tirol  and  his  cousin  Ferdinand  of  Styria  (the  grandson  of  Ferdinand  I) 
deprived  him  of  power. 

Maximilian  II  had  two  other  sons.  Ernst  served  for  a time  as 
governor  of  Hungary  and  died  without  issue;  Albrecht  went  to  Spain 
and  there  married  the  Infanta  Isabella.  He  became  Stadtholder  of  the 

All  the  children  of  Maximilian  II  being  childless,  the  leadership  of 
the  House  of  Austria  now  fell  to  Ferdinand  of  Styria,  who  assumed  the 
imperial  sceptre  as  Ferdinand  II.  He  was  known  as  an  extreme  bigot, 
and  the  Protestant  nobles  of  Bohemia,  alarmed,  asserted  their  ancient 
elective  rights  and  chose  Friedrich  of  the  Palatinate  as  their  King. 
Friedrich  was  better  at  balls  than  at  war;  the  Bohemians  went  down  to 
defeat  at  White  Mountain.  Ferdinand  II,  who  stated  he  would  prefer 
a desert  to  a province  of  heretics,  destroyed  the  Bohemian  nobility  and 
replaced  them  with  his  own  creatures,  wiped  out  most  of  the  learned  men 
of  the  kingdom,  and  suppressed  all  the  rights  hitherto  possessed  by  the 
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proud  and  independent  Czechs,  even  to  their  language  as  an  official 
speech.  From  this  time  onward,  Bohemia  was  subservient  to  the  Habs- 
burg,  but  no  longer  did  she  prosper. 

Affairs  in  Bohemia  had  kindled  the  Thirty  Years’  War  in  Germany, 
and  after  its  manifold  destruction  the  Habsburgs  were  still  the  first 
princely  house  in  the  Empire,  but  the  imperial  office  was  stripped  of  more 
of  its  power  by  the  terms  of  peace,  and  north  and  south  Germany  were 
irreconcilably  divided.  The  petty  states  were  given  sovereign  power,  and 
the  Habsburgs  had  through  their  reactionary  policies  lost  the  chance  to 
consolidate  and  lead  a German  national  state. 

Ferdinand’s  brother  Leopold,  who  had  entered  the  church  as  bishop 
of  Passau,  was  invested  with  the  Tirol  after  the  death  of  the  Archduke 
Maximilian  III.  With  papal  dispensation  Leopold  V deserted  the  cassock 
and  married  the  duchess  of  Urbino,  Claudia  de’  Medici  in  1626.  He  had 
two  sons,  the  Archdukes  Ferdinand  Carl  and  Sigmund  Franz.  Ferdinand 
Carl  succeeded  him  in  1632. 

Ferdinand  II  died  in  1637;  his  son  obtained  the  imperial  crown, 
since  both  the  family  dominions  and  the  Empire  had  come  to  accept  the 
hereditary  rights  of  the  Habsburgs  in  actuality  if  not  theory.  Under  this 
reign  the  Peace  of  Westphalia  was  signed,  and  in  1657  the  Emperor 
Leopold  I succeeded  to  his  father’s  throne. 

The  Archduke  Ferdinand  Carl  died  childless  in  1662.  His  only 
brother,  Sigmund  Franz,  retired  from  the  church  to  assume  the  rule  of 
the  Tirol,  but  this  ruler  also  died  without  issue  in  1665.  The  throne  and 
revenues  of  the  province  escheated  back  to  the  main  Habsburg  line  in 
Leopold  I (Leopold  VT  of  Austria). 

Leopold  I,  as  most  of  the  later  Habsburgs,  was  not  a great  man,  but 
he  was  well-served  by  generals  such  as  Montececuli  and  the  great  Eugene 
of  Savoy  during  his  constant  wars  against  Louis  XIV  of  France,  the 
Turks,  and  rebellious  factions  in  Hungary.  In  1700  the  Spanish  Habsburg 
line  became  extinct;  in  spite  of  the  protracted  War  of  the  Spanish  Suc- 
cession, the  Austrian  Habsburgs  were  not  able  to  win  that  throne  from 
the  Bourbons.  They  regained  the  Spanish  Netherlands,  however,  though 
that  province  proved  to  be  more  of  a drain  than  a benefit.  Leopold  I 
died  in  1705  to  be  followed  by  his  son  Josef  I,  who  reigned  1705-1711  and 
carried  on  the  war. 

Carl  VI,  as  son  of  Josef  I,  was  last  of  the  male  line. of  Habsburgs 
to  come  to  the  thrones  of  Austria  and  Germany.  During  his  reign,  though 
still  a great  power,  Austria  continued  to  lose  infiuence  throughout  the 
Empire. 

During  a time  of  hard  money  policy,  the  finances  were  often  strained 
beyond  endurance  in  time  of  war  and  famine,  as  in  the  late  1600s. 
The  incessant  wars  brought  about  by  Louis  XIV’s  attempts  to  overrun 
Europe  demanded  more  ready  money  than  was  at  hand,  and  debasement 
of  the  coinage  was  the  only  means  at  hand  for  raising  more  money. 
Whereas  the  taler,  the  unit  of  account,  was  fixed  by  law,  there  were 
no  rules  affecting  the  fineness  of  the  kreuzer  into  which  it  was  divided, 
so  it  was  legally  possible  to  debase  the  smaller  coins.  Soon  the  guldentaler 
became  too  large  for  its  face  value  of  sixty  kreuzer  and  passed  out  of 
existence ; gulden  or  % taler  were  still  struck  but  on  a different  standard. 
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The  old  Reichstaler,  when  minted,  still  remained  pure  but  was  often 
revalued  in  terms  of  the  kreuzer,  reaching  120  by  1690.  These  debase- 
ment practices  were  never  strictly  legal  and  were  fought  by  the  emperor, 
but  needs  forced  their  adoption.  By  the  Eighteenth  Century  the  various 
estates  of  the  Empire  had  begun  to  grow  apart  in  their  monetary 
standards,  and  many  local  conventions  were  set  up,  though  the  Habsburg 
lands  continued  on  the  ancient  policies  of  the  Sixteenth  Century. 

With  the  death  of  Carl  VI  in  1740  the  male  line  of  the  House  of 
Austria  came  to  an  end.  While  the  dynasty  continued  in  the  children  of 
his  daughter  Maria  Theresa  and  Franz  of  Lorraine  (Habsburg-Lorraine- 
Toscana),  the  loss  of  Silesia  in  1740  left  Austria  without  a sufficient 
German  base  to  form  a powerful  national  state  and  forced  her  into  the 
difficult  task  of  trying  to  amalgamate  an  unwieldy  mixture  of  Czechs, 
Hungarians,  and  Germans  into  one  nation,  and  her  eventual  doom  as 
leader  of  Germany  was  sealed.

Place  of  issue  of  Habsburg  coins  is  normally  indicated  in  three  ways:  by 
mintmark  in  letters,  such  as  CA  for  Carlsburg  in  Transylvania  or  NB  for 
Nagy  Banya  in  Hungary;  by  the  legend,  as  on  coins  of  Silesia;  and  by  a coat 
of  arms  sometimes  on  the  breast  of  the  imperial  double  eagle,  or  as  a heart 
shield  within  a larger  shield.  A basic  knowledge  of  the  arms  of  the  more 
common  Habsburg  dominions  will  enable  the  collector  to  attribute  most  of 
this  series  that  may  come  into  his  hands,  at  least  as  to  province.  In  some 
cases,  recognition  of  actual  mint  city  within  the  province  will  take  study. 

1.  Reichstaler  Ferdinand  I with  title  of  King  (1531-56),  Carinthia. 

Rv:  eagle  of  the  Roman  King  with  breast  shield  arms  of  Carinthia. 

2.  Guldentaler  1570  Maximilian  II,  Bohemia. 

Obv:  bust  right,  orb  showing  value  “60”  (kreuzer),  mintmark  lion  of 
Bohemia  below  bust. 

Rv:  imperial  double  eagle  (symbol  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  adopted 
from  Byzantium  during  the  Crusades,  the  two  heads  representing  the 
Eastern  and  Western  Empires)  with  arms  of  Hungary-Bohemia,  with 
heart  shield  of  Bohemia. 

3.  Double  Taler  Archduke  Ferdinand  H,  Pfirt  in  Alsace. 

Rv:  crowned  shield  with  circlet  of  the  Golden  Fleece  bearing  (upper  left 
to  right)  arms  of  Hungary,  Bohemia,  Castile-Leon,  Austria-Burgundy,  with 
heart  shield  of  Upper  Alsace;  to  left  small  shield  with  lion  of  Habsburg, 
right,  the  two  fish  of  the  city  of  Pfirt.

ROMAN  COINAGE 

By  AMBROSE  P.  SPENCER,  A.N.A.  3138 

When  Rome  instituted  her  first  silver  coinage  in  the  capital,  in 
B.  C.  268,  she  established  local  issues  of  the  same  metals,  types,  and 
standards  throughout  her  dependencies  in  Italy. 

These  local  issues  were  of  two  classes.  One  included  coins  struck 
at  various  cities  under  Roman  rule.  The  other  class  included  coins 
issued  by  moneyers,  under  control  of  the  central  mint,  at  the  various 
military  centers.  Examples  of  the  city  coins  are  the  bronze  sextans  of 
Canusium  and  silver  victoriatus  or  half  denarius,  which  is  a joint 
issue  of  Misenum  and  Cumae. 

Both  of  these  classes  were  in  the  nature  of  Military  coinage  and 
their  mintage  relieved  the  pressure  of  the  central  mint,  and  provided, 
in  each  district,  the  necessary  money  for  the  payment  of  the  Roman 
legions.  Both  issues  doubtless  also  passed  freely  in  business  trans- 
actions between  the  soldiers  and  native  shopkeepers. 

The  city  mints  came  to  an  end  soon  after  the  Punic  War  but  the 
coinage  of  the  local  moneyers  continued  until  the  early  years  of  the 
first  century  B.  C.  when  laws,  the  Lex  Julia,  were  passed,  the  effect  of 
which  was  to  abolish  independent  coinage  throughout  Italy. 

During  the  continuation  of  the  local  issues,  the  supply  of  money 
was  sufficient  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  armies  stationed  in  the 
provinces,  but  when  this  coinage  was  abolished,  the  strain  on  the 
central  mint  became  so  great  that  the  Senate  was  compelled  to  find 
some  mode  of  relief. 

The  organization  and  control  of  the  central  mint  at  Rome  was 
most  thorough.  Authority  for  the  issuance  of  silver  currency  was  vested 
in  the  Roman  senate  which  also  functioned  as  a department  of  finance. 
The  censor  let  out  contracts  for  silver  bullion  and  his  subordinate,  known 
as  an  urban  quaestor  or  public  treasurer,  paid  government  debts.  Both 
officials  were  directly  responsible  to  the  state. 
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The  actual  coining  of  the  money  was  in  charge  of  a group  of  three 
officials  known  as  triumvirs,  who  supervised  the  preparation  of  the  flan 
or  metallic  blank  and  directed  a corps  of  state  slaves  who  struck  the 
coins. 

The  earliest  republican  denarii  omit  any  reference  to  the  moneyer 
either  by  symbol  or  signature,  therefore  this  coinage  is  believed  to  have 
been  issued  under  the  direct  authority  of  the  consuls.  Hence  the  term, 
consular  coinage.  Later  pieces  bearing  the  moneyer’s  name  or  initials 
are  designated  as  the  family  series.  This,  however,  should  not  be  con- 
sidered as  private  coinage,  for  it  was  at  all  times  under  the  close  super- 
vision of  the  state  authorities. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  situation,  that  arose  following  the  pas- 
sage of  the  Lex  Julia,  generals  in  command  of  armies  were  vested  with 
the  power  or  “imperium”  of  striking  money.  They  could  do  this  in 
their  own  names  as  illustrated  in  a coin  of  Sulla,  which  carries  the 
inscription  SVLLA  IMPER  ITERVM,  or  they  could  delegate  the  author- 
ity to  a subordinate  officer  such  as  a legate,  a quaestor,  proquaestor,  or 
some  other  person  of  military  rank.  One  of  the  coins  of  Cassius,  was 
issued  by  his  legate,  Lentulus  Spinther,  during  Cassius’  campaign  in 
Greece  in  B.  C.  42. 

This  provincial  money  was  instituted  simultaneously  in  the  three 
principal  divisions  of  the  Empire,  Spain,  Gaul,  and  the  East.  In  Spain, 
coins  were  issued  by  the  proconsuls,  C.  Annius  Luscus,  Q.  Caecilia 
Metellus  Pius,  and  Pompey  the  Great,  all  of  whom  commanded  in  the 
Sertorian  War.  At  first  the  right  of  striking  money  was  but  little  exer- 
cised by  the  commanders  but  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  between 
Caesar  and  Pompey  the  provincial  issues  became  general.  Caesar  was 
the  first  to  revive  them  in  Gaul  in  50  B.  C.,  and  his  example  was  quickly 
followed  by  the  Pompeian  leaders  in  Spain  and  the  East.  Thus  we  have 
a series  of  coins  which  commemorate  the  chief  events  in  the  great 
struggle  between  Caesar  and  Pompey  during  the  years  50  to  44  B.  C. 

As  each  of  the  generals  issued  coins  under  his  right  of  “imperium,” 
we  have  not  only  the  coins  of  the  general  in  power  at  Rome,  but  also  of 
his  opponent,  wherever  he  may  have  been  at  the  time.  We  have  coins 
illustrating  Caesar’s  rise  to  power  and  coins  issued  in  Greece  by  Brutus 
and  Cassius  after  their  flight  from  Rome,  following  the  murder  of 
Caesar.  We  have  the  legionary  denarii  of  Antony  of  B.  C.  32  commem- 
orating his  failing  struggle  with  Octavian. 

In  this  short  essay,  it  has  been  possible  to  present  only  a small 
portion  of  the  background  of  this  series  of  Roman  Republican  coins, 
but  I have  shown  that  a study  of  these  issues  gives  us  an  excellent 
understanding  of  the  Roman  monetary  system,  and  that  from  these  coins 
we  can  clearly  picture  the  vivid  scenes  and  trace  the  stirring  events  of 
the  first  century  B.  C.  It  is  a series  that  should  fascinate  the  numisma- 
tist because  of  its  interest  and  variety.

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90th  ANNIVERSARY  — BOSTON  NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY 


Everyday,  everywhere,  something  or  somebody  is  ninety  years  old.  None 
the  less,  to  her  members,  the  entry  of  the  Boston  Numismatic  Society  into 
the  nineties  was  not  a commonplace  but  a momentous  event,  an  event  worthy 
of  pride.  It  is  a pride  in  a numismatic  not  a personal  accomplishment;  a 
pride  seeking  to  share  not  boast;  a pride  humble  and  loving  and  honest. 

That  this  pride  of  ours  might  be  shared  with  all  numismatics,  we  inau- 
gurated a Week  of  Celebration,  a week  devoted  to  numismatic  displays,  dis- 
cussions, education,  honors  and  enjoyment.  Through  this  celebration  we  grate- 
fully recognized  the  efforts  of  the  eight  gentlemen  who  on  the  afternoon  of 
February  11,  1860,  met  in  an  office  on  Bromfield  Street  to  found  our  Society; 
the  accomplishments  of  such  eminent  numismatists  as  William  S.  Appleton, 
Howland  Wood  and  Malcolm  Storer  who  have  honored  us  in  their  member- 
ship; and,  in  particular,  the  many  and  varied  contributions  of  Shepard  Pond 
who,  from  1924  to  1945  was  instrumental,  not  only  in  the  guidance  and  con- 
duct of  our  Society,  but  also  in  the  spread  of  numismatic  gospel  and  love  and 
joy  among  the  numismatists  of  New  England,  and  of  the  Country. 

As  a climax  to  this  week  of  celebration  in  the  name  of  the  nonagenarian 
but  still  youthful  Boston  Numismatic  Society,  we  welcomed  fellow  members 
and  fellow  numismatists  to  participate  in  the  Forum  at  Lamont  Library, 
Harvard  University,  excellently  handled  by  Prof.  Eunice  Work,  Arthur 
Dewing,  Edward  Cans,  Benjamin  Lowenstam  and  Cornelius  Vermeuille  on 
“Portraiture  on  Classical  Coinage.”  Col.  Joseph  Moss  was  the  principal 
speaker  at  our  banquet  that  evening. 


We  struck  a fifth  medal  to  commemorate  our  ninety  years  of  numismatic 
activity  (this  medal  in  bronze  and  silver).  Bronze  medals  wex'e  given  to  all 
members  of  the  Society,  numismatic  organizations  at  home  and  abroad  and 
speakers  at  the  Forum  and  Banquet  held  during  the  90th  anniversary  cele- 
bration. The  silver  medals  limited  in  issue  (only  60  were  struck)  were  sold  to 
subscribers  only. 

The  obverse  of  this  medal  bears  the  seal  of  the  Society  placed  upon  a 
branch  of  laurel  and  is  inscribed  “Ninetieth  Anniversary”  and  dated  1860  in 
Roman  numerals. 

The  reverse  records  the  fact  that  the  ninetieth  anniversary  celebration  is 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Shepard  Pond.  Below  this  inscription  is  a winged 
hourglass,  signifying  the  passage  of  ninety  years,  and  the  date  1950  in 
Roman  numerals.  Around  the  circumference  is  a ring  of  16  stars,  one  for 
each  past  president  of  the  Society. 

At  our  banquet  we  awax'ded  honorary  memberships  to  five  nationally  and 
internationally  known  numismatists,  including  George  H.  Blake.  While  he  is 
two  years  older  than  our  Society,  his  manner  and  appeax’ance  showed  no 
physical  effort  on  his  being  present. 

We  look  forward  to  our  centennial  with  high  hopes!

CALIFORNIA  STATE  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION 
HOLDS  SIXTH  SEMI-ANNUAL  MEETING 

With  the  East  Bay  Coin  Club  as  host  club,  the  California  State  Numis- 
matic Association  held  its  sixth  semi-annual  convention  at  Hotel  Leamington 
in  Oakland.  The  registration  of  well  over  a hundred  from  all  over  the  state 
was  swelled  by  the  many  hundred  of  the  visiting  public  which  came  to  view 
the  displays. 

The  program  arranged  by  R.  G.  McArthur,  chairman  in  charge  of  arrange- 
ments included  a speakers  panel  on  a numismatic  program  on  Friday  evening, 
a boat  ride  around  San  Francisco  Bay  on  Saturday  morning,  the  banquet 
with  dancing  following  on  Saturday  evening  and  a luncheon  on  Sunday. 
These  with  the  auction  sessions  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  business  meetings 
and  displays  and  bourse  provided  a full  three-  days  activity. 

The  displays  which  covered  practically  every  field  of  numismatics  were 
attractively  arranged  in  the  Victory  Room  on  the  mezzanine  and  were  the 
center  of  attraction.  First  award  went  to  Christian  Petersen  of  Chehalis, 
Washington  for  his  arrangement  of  early  large  cents.  Second  award  was

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FINANCES  OF  COLONIAL  NEW  JERSEY

The  scourge  of  counterfeiting  continued  to  add  to  the  discomfort 
of  the  public,  and  from  the  ^‘Pennsylvania  Gazette/’  February  13,  1766, 
the  readers  were  warned  of  each  and  every  case  of  such  violation  and 
given  such  description  of  spurious  notes,  as  the  following  excerpt:  “The 
Public  are  cautioned  to  beware  of  false  New  Jersey  Money  now  passing 
in  this  City  (Phila.),  viz..  Bills  of  £3  April  23,  1761.  Thirty  Shilling 
Bills  of  April  8,  1762,  and  April  16,  1764. 

“The  Public  are  cautioned  to  beware  of  Counterfeit  New  Jersey  Thirty 
Shilling  and  Three  Pound  Bills;  there  are  three  Emissions  of  them,  two 
of  Thirty  Shillings,  dated  in  1762,  and  1764;  the  first  are  badly  done,  and 
may  be  discovered  from  the  whole  Face  of  the  Bill,  the  printing  Letters 
running  into  the  Escutcheon;  but  those  of  1764  are  so  well  done,  that  they 
are  very  difficult  to  be  discovered;  the  only  sure  Mark  is,  that  on  the 
Back,  at  the  stem  of  the  Sage  Leaf,  in  the  true  Bills,  is  30s.,  but  the  false 
Bills  have  only  the  s.,  30  is  left  out.  . . . The  Counterfeit  Three  Pound 
Bills  are  dated  in  1761,  and  not  so  well  printed  as  the  True  Ones;  the 
Impression  is  deeper  in  the  Paper,  and  in  the  Word  PLATE  the  P is 
right  over  the  A of  April,  in  the  false  Bills,  which  is  not  so  in  the  true 
Ones.  ...  It  is  supposed  these  Counterfeit  Bills  came  to  New-York  in  one 
of  the  last  Vessels  from  England,  and  that  a large  sum  is  already  passed 
there.  One  of  the  Accomplices,  we  hear,  is  in  New-York  Goal,  and  an- 
other of  them,  one  Michael  Smith,  is  said  to  be  gone  into  New-Jersey, 
with  a large  Sum  of  false  Money,  to  purchase  Cattle.  . . . The  above 
Description  is  the  best  we  can  give  at  present,  from  the  Information  we 
have  received,  not  having  seen  any  of  the  Counterfeit  Bills.” 


The  gross  amount  of  the  colony’s  debt  in  1769,  used  by  the  British 
government  was  £347,500,  of  which  in  that  year,  there  remained  unre- 
deemed and  unprovided  for  £190,000,  which  it  was  hoped  would  be  satis- 
fied by  taxation  to  1783.  In  an  effort  to  supply  some  means  of  provid- 
ing credit  facilities  to  the  afflicted  farmers,  the  Assembly  prepared  another 
bill  early  in  1770,  for  an  emission  of  paper  to  be  put  into  circulation 
through  loans  on  real  estate.  Not  only  was  the  property  of  the  bor- 
rower to  be  security  in  double  the  value  of  the  loan;  the  whole  county 
in  which  he  lived  was  to  be  liable  to  make  good  any  deficiency.  Having 
thus  done  their  utmost  to  give  the  money  what  they  thought  was  a sound 
backing,  the  legislators  attempted  to  forestall  any  objections  in  England 
by  not  making  the  issue  legal  tender  except  in  discharge  of  the  mortgages 
for  which  purpose  the  notes  were  to  be  issued.  Governor  Franklin  sent 
the  bill  to  England  with  his  recommendation,  and  optimism  concerning 
its  passage  there  and  the  beneficial  effects  expected  from  the  new  bills 
was  high.  All  the  more  crushing  was  the  disappointment  when  news 
arrived  in  June  that  the  act  had  been  disallowed  by  the  King  in  Council. 
Apparently,  the  provision  making  the  bills  receivable  in  payment  of  loans 
by  which  means  the  money  was  to  be  originally  financed  was  construed 
in  England  as  making  them  legal  tender ; so  the  proposed  law  was  vetoed 
on  the  ground  that  it  violated  the  Parliamentary  Act  of  1764. 
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The  general  resentment  aroused  by  this  veto  was  reflected  in  the 
attitude  of  the  Assembly,  which  at  its  next  meeting,  flatly  refused  to 
make  any  further  provision  for  the  support  of  the  British  troops  quar- 
tered in  Jersey.  Following  repeated  warnings  by  the  governor,  the  legis- 
lators Anally  granted  enough  funds  to  keep  the  soldiers  throughout  the 
winter,  but  a few  months  of  brooding  over  the  wrongs  done  them  put 
the  assemblymen  into  no  mood  for  further  concessions.  When  they 
gathered  in  Burlington  in  March,  1771,  a long  wrangle  between  them 
and  the  governor  over  the  question  of  army  support  lasted  until  Decem- 
ber, when  Franklin  succeeded,  by  expert  political  manipulation,  in  get- 
ting the  requisite  grants.  At  almost  the  same  time,  however,  the  author- 
ities withdrew  the  British  troops  from  Jersey,  and  although  through 
these  mutual  concessions,  the  tension  subsided  for  the  time  being,  at 
least.  The  paper  question  lay  dormant  until  early  in  1775,  when  British 
authorities,  seeking  to  allay  the  rising  storm  of  rebellion,  consented 
belatedly  to  the  emission  of  £100,000.  Later  the  sum  of  £25,000  was 
added,  and  the  total  was  struck  in  eight  denominations,  ranging  from  the 
Ish.  to  £6  notes.  Passed  by  a resolution  of  the  Provincial  Convention  on 
March  11,  1774,  the  notes  were  dated  March  25,  1776,  and  were  signed 
by  various  combinations  of  John  Johnston,  Robert  Smith,  Jonathan 
Deare,  Richard  and  Joseph  Smith,  John  Smyth,  John  Hart,  and  J. 
Sturm,  Jr. 


Issue  of  March  25,  1776 


Of  the  signers,  Jonathan  Deare  was  elected  to  the  Provincial  Con- 
gress in  April,  1775,  and  held  various  posts  in  the  local  government  at 
different  times.  Robert  Smith  was  an  architect  by  profession.  He  was 
appointed  on  a committee  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  a conflscation  ordi- 
nance directed  against  the  estates  of  those  who  joined,  or  by  preference 
would  perhaps  join,  the  British  Army,  or  who  supplied  it  with  food  and 
provisions. 
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John  Hart,  a signer  also  of  the  immortal  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence, was  from  Hopewell,  and  was  65  years  of  age  at  the  time  the 
Declaration  was  written;  a hard  working  farmer,  miller,  and  Justice 
of  the  Peace,  who  was  sent  to  Congress  because  he  was  “the  most  con- 
siderable man”  of  his  home  community.  A few  months  after  the  Declara- 
tion was  made  public.  Hart  was  being  hunted  through  The  Sourland 
Mountains  of  Jersey  like  a dog,  and  did  in  fact  actually  sleep  with  a 
large  warm  hound  in  a barnyard  doghouse  on  one  occasion  to  avoid 
capture  by  his  British  pursuers. 

All  through  the  winter  Hart  dodged  the  Hessians  by  sleeping  in 
a different  location  each  night  — sometimes  in  a friendly  house  whose 
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occupants  he  well  knew,  more  often  in  a barn  or  haystack.  He  did  not 
flee  the  country  altogether  because  his  wife  was  seriously  ill  in  a neigh- 
bor’s home,  and  he  wanted  to  visit  her  at  a moment’s  notice.  The  enemy 
knew  this  and  set  many  traps  to  capture  him,  as  well  as  burning  his 
house  and  mill  to  the  ground.  He  had  always  been  a sturdy  outdoor 
man  but  six  months  of  avoiding  capture  resulted  in  broken  health  and 
death  within  3 years. 

The  ensuing  issue  of  February  20,  1776,  was  struck  without  asking 
the  Crown  for  permission,  and  as  the  authorization  was  accorded  long 
after  1774,  when  the  preceding  issue  had  been  authorized,  this  one 
follows  in  chronological  order  of  events  the  record  of  the  colony’s  mone- 
tary history.  Thus,  within  a period  of  5 weeks,  the  colony  was  to  issue 
£175,000  in  bills  of  credit,  truly  a staggering  sum  compared  to  the  earlier 
rate  of  issue,  but  the  long  lapse  of  available  currency  required  additional 
funds  for  maintaining  the  government  and  to  supply  the  de  facto  inter- 
colonial government  in  Philadelphia  with  necessary  resources.  But 
these  measures  were  becoming  less  effectual  in  the  current  of  mounting 
tension  and  growing  uneasiness  with  respect  to  flnancial  conditions. 
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General  Washington,  in  a letter  to  James  Warren  of  Massachusetts, 
wrote  in  March,  1779,  from  his  headquarters  at  Middlebrook,  New  Jersey, 
“Speculation,  peculation,  engrossing,  forestalling,  with  all  their  con- 
comitants, afford  too  many  melancholy  proofs  of  the  decay  of  public 
virtue,  and  too  glaring  instances  of  its  being  the  interest  and  desire 
of  too  many,  who  would  wish  to  be  thought  friends,  to  continue  the  war. 
Nothing,  I am  convinced,  but  the  depreciation  of  our  currency,  proceed- 
ing in  a great  measure  from  the  foregoing  cause,  aided  by  stockjobbing 
and  party  dissensions  has  fed  the  hopes  of  the  enemy  and  kept  the  British 
arms  in  America  to  this  day.  They  do  not  sample  to  declare  themselves, 
and  add,  that  we  shall  be  our  own  conquerors.”  These  were  strong  terms, 
but  by  this  time  the  Revolution  had  advanced  and  drained  the  funds  on 
all  sides,  and  the  only  method  left  was  to  endeavor  to  raise  money  by  the 
poor  paper  notes  that  became  less  and  less  acceptable  in  trade.  In 
addition  to  the  heavy  handicap  presented  by  the  English  troops  to  his 
success,  a heavy  and  discouraging  burden  was  laid  upon  the  chances  for 
success  in  the  struggle  for  freedom  by  some  greedy  “sunshine  patriots,” 
anxious  to  ever  turn  an  “honest”  penny  at  any  moment  the  opportunity 
presented  itself. 

Signers  of  this  issue  were  Hendrick  Fisher,  John  Covenhoven,  John 
Dennis,  John  Hart,  Samuel  Howe,  and  Samuel  Tucker.  Fisher,  mentioned 
, before,  was  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Queen’s  College,  fore- 
runner of  Rutgers  University,  which  had  been  sponsored  by  Governor 
Franklin,  and  established  by  the  leaders  of  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church 
in  America. 
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John  Covenhoven  was  another,  who  finding  himself  in  the  power  of 
the  British  army,  renounced  his  political  past.  Richard  Stockton,  a signer 
of  the  Declaration  and  a brilliant  lawyer,  was  taken  prisoner  at  Coven- 
hoven’s  house  along  with  his  host.  After  many  months  of  cruel  treatment, 
house  burned  to  the  ground,  health  wrecked,  and  broken  in  spirit,  he 
signed  the  amnesty  proclamation  issued  by  Howe  soon  after  his  forces 
had  captured  New  York.  The  document  offered  forgiveness  to  all  who 
would  promise  to  take  no  further  action  against  the  British. 
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Samuel  Tucker  was  president  of  the  Provincial  Congress  at  the  time 
the  State  Convention  was  adopted,  and  a leading  figure  of  the  subversive 
movement  against  the  British  for  years  from  his  home  in  Trenton.  He 
was  the  second  judge  of  the  new  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  and  one  of 
the  responsible  Treasury  officials.  He  left  Trenton  on  the  day  the  town 
passed  from  American  to  English  possession,  and  was  successful  in  re- 
maining beyond  the  clutches  of  the  enemy  for  several  days ; then,  worried 
by  the  condition  of  his  sick  wife  at  home,  who  was  imploring  him  to 
return,  he  attempted  to  comply  with  her  plea.  On  the  way  there  he  was 
captured  by  a roving  band  of  Tories,  and  was  held  prisoner  for  three 
days,  during  which  time  he  learned  that  most  of  the  private  valuables 
and  the  public  money  which  he  had  concealed  from  the  enemy  before 
fleeing  had  been  confiscated.  In  an  effort  to  recover  as  large  a part  as 
possible  of  the  losses,  and  to  live  peaceably  at  home.  Tucker  accepted 
protection  from  Howe,  as  so  many  others  had  done.  This  action,  in  his 
case,  was  a grievous  error,  for  he  never  saw  his  phaeton,  horses,  cows, 
silver,  plate,  or  money  again,  and  such  of  his  mortgages  and  bonds  as 
he  recovered  were  picked  up  at  Princeton  on  his  return,  following  the 
British  departure.  On  the  other  hand,  by  compromising  his  principles, 
he  lost  his  reputation,  and  was  forced  by  general  disapproval  to  retire 
from  further  participation  in  public  life. 

By  the  time  the  Revolution  had  been  fought  to  a finish.  New  Jersey 
was  terribly  impoverished,  due  in  part  to  the  large  amount  per  capita 
of  paper  money  in  circulation  and  its  constant  depreciation.  The  suffer- 
ings ensuing  from  expansion  of  the  currency  through  the  misguided 
actions  of  the  colonial  assemblies  and  the  Continental  Congress  was 
everywhere  disastrously  indicated.  In  August,  1776,  New  Jersey  declared 
that  the  Congressional  issues  were  to  be  legal  tender  for  all  purposes, 
in  payment  for  all  debts  at  face  value.  The  Congress  assembled  in  Phila- 
delphia’s State  House  did  not  possess  the  power  to  make  its  bills  legal 
tender;  it  could  only  recommend  such  action  to  the  separate  states,  all 
of  which  complied  as  a matter  of  course. 

At  the  session  of  the  Assembly  in  1776-77,  an  act  was  passed  to 
“prevent  disaffected  and  evilly  disposed  persons  from  destroying  the 
credit  and  the  reputation  of  the  Continental  bills”;  about  the  same  time 
the  Assembly  ordered  that  such  notes  as  well  as  the  sum  of  their  own 
notes  as  issued  under  authority  of  the  Crown,  should  constitute  their 
sole  currency.  There  was  little  else  they  could  do  in  their  distressing 
situation. 

About  October,  1777,  the  Continental  Congress  currency  again  began 
to  suffer  further  depreciation,  having  fallen  in  value  below  that  of  the 
colony’s  own  notes,  causing  the  former  to  be  traded  at  a great  loss  to  the 
holders  thereof.  A measure  to  withdraw  all  state  notes  was  not  legalized, 
and  in  April,  1778,  the  state  needed  more  funds  to  operate,  but  was  afraid 
to  issue  more  notes  of  her  own  and  add  to  the  confusion  between  the  two 
kinds  of  money.  The  legislature  then  enacted  a forced  loan  of  £259,000 
from  her  counties,  issuing  interest-bearing  treasury  notes.  In  May  of 
the  following  year,  it  was  resolved  that  after  January  1,  1780,  all  bills 
issued  under  authority  of  the  Crown  were  to  be  withdrawn  as  tax  pay- 
ments or  trading  for  Continental  Currency  at  the  treasury  office. 
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In  October,  certain  limitations  were  placed  upon  prices,  in  addition 
to  certain  new  laws  governing  “tender”  being  enacted.  At  the  same 
session  a plea  was  made  to  Congress  to  adopt  some  form  of  price  control 
for  the  whole  of  the  United  Colonies;  when  Congress,  in  November, 
agreed  upon  such  a course,  the  solution  to  many  parts  of  the  great 
problem  appeared  to  be  settled.  New  Jersey  assumed  power  to  seize 
provisions  and  supplies  for  the  use  of  the  army  and  state  at  the  prices 
therein  determined  upon.  Even  then  price  “ceilings”  were  being  used, 
and  were  just  about  as  successful  as  those  used  during  World  War  II, 
when  the  “black  markets”  were  in  operation  to  the  discredit  of  the 
government  and  the  people  as  a whole.  Then,  as  only  recently,  the 
state’s  seizure  of  goods  at  a fixed  price  caused  losses  to  the  sellers  and 
dealings  of  a dubious  nature  were  indulged  in  by  the  unscrupulous 
citizens.  Basic  laws  governing  the  operation  of  economic  principles 
must  function  freely  in  a free  society  if  so-called  democratic  tenets  are 
to  be  followed  and  proven  successful  by  their  so  functioning. 

In  an  effort  to  stabilize  the  various  currencies  of  the  colonies  and 
the  central  government.  Congress  recommended  a revision  of  the  tender 
laws.  It  was  determined  to  issue  a new  series  of  bills,  which  it  was 
hoped  would  cure  all  the  former  ills,  somewhat  in  the  manner  of  recent 
steps  taken  by  France  to  stabilize  her  currency  in  a world  of  unstable 
monies  and  weakened  governments  as  a result  of  war.  The  new  bills  were 
to  be  based  upon  the  joint  credit  of  each  separate  state,  and  of  the 
United  States  government.  The  new  bills  were  to  be  changed  for  old 
notes  traded  in  ($200,000,000  in  circulation)  at  the  rate  of  $40  of  the 
old  for  $1  of  the  new  issue. 

The  new  issue  was  to  have  a unified  form  for  all  the  states,  and  were 
to  bear  interest  at  5%,  of  which,  as  well  as  the  principal,  by  December 
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31,  1786,  “The  United  States  assured  the  payment,  etc.”  stamped  on  each 
note.  Of  the  whole  amount,  each  state  was  to  be  permitted  to  retain 
six-tenths  for  its  own  use;  the  balance  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of 
the  central  government. 

Under  this  authority.  New  Jersey  ordered  an  issue  of  $225,000  in 
denominations  ranging  from  $1  to  $20,  in  June,  1780,  dated  June  9. 
However,  the  entire  amount  was  not  struck  from  the  presses,  as  there 
had  been  a sad  lack  of  confidence  in  the  new  notes,  and  they  also  soon 
depreciated,  making  it  no  longer  desirable  to  exchange  them  for  the  old 
bills  already  in  the  possession  of  the  public.  Then  in  November  the 
ratio  was  repealed,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  old  notes  were  to  be 
current  at  their  market  value.  Irrespective  of  the  amount  called  for  on 
the  bills!  This  market  value  was  to  be  ascertained  and  published  from 
time  to  time  by  the  government  and  Council.  Small  wonder  that  the 
paper  money  of  all  sorts,  both  new  and  old,  should  continue  to  ease  the 
critical  situation  and  improve  it. 

In  January,  1781,  New  Jersey,  with  the  majority  of  other  colonies, 
issued  a scale  of  the  depreciation  of  the  Continental  Currency,  by  which 
debts  contracted  at  previous  periods  could  be  determined  at  the  current 
value  of  the  notes.  Certificates  of  depreciation  for  payments  to  the 


troops  were  issued  as  well.

As  in  earlier  issues,  the  credit  security  of  the  new  notes  was  doubt- 
ful. The  people  had  suffered  from  so  many  schemes  to  relieve  their 
financial  ills,  and  disappointments  had  been  the  usual  result.  Confidence 
was  lacking  in  the  most  attractive  and  plausible  concoctions  for  raising 
money,  but  desperate  need  continued  unabated  and  unsatisfied.  To 
preserve  their  good  character  as  well  as  possible,  it  was  resolved  “that 
they  were  determined  to  redeem  at  their  full  value  of  gold  and  silver 
all  and  every  of  the  bills  issued  on  the  faith  of  the  state.”  Above  all, 
this  sincerity  of  purpose  and  integrity  must  make  us  realize  the  great 
praise  due  to  the  vast  majority  of  colonists  whose  deeds  were  based  on 
patriotism  to  the  cause  of  real  freedom  and  which  sincerity  helped  to 
place  the  United  States  as  world  leader  in  political,  social,  and  spiritual 
integrity. 

Of  the  Continental  and  state  bills  in  use  there  were  none  printed  in 
denominations  of  less  than  $1.  And  so,  to  serve  the  needs  of  small 
change  £30,000  was  issued  to  be  redeemed  by  December  31,  1787,  in 
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Authorized  by  Continental  Congress,  March  18,  1780 


denominations  from  6d.  to  7sh.6d.  Even  this  small  sum  further  depre- 
ciated the  amount  already  in  circulation,  and  legislation  was  passed  to 
force  their  use  as  legal  tender.  In  June,  that  clause  was  also  repealed, 
together  with  those  inflicting  penalties  upon  those  who  insisted  upon 
payment  in  gold  and  silver.  A year  later,  the  whole  issue  was  withdrawn 
from  circulation,  not  permitting  the  issue  to  run  its  full  course,  and  a 
small  issue  took  its  place  in  1783. 

The  issue  of  January  9,  1781,  for  £300,000  was  to  be  composed  of 
20,000  notes  of  each  denomination  ranging  from  6d.  to  7sh.6d.,  as  before, 
and  were  to  be  signed  by  David  Brearly,  Philemon  Dickinson,  Robert 
Niel,  and  Benjamin  Smith.  Small  denomination  notes  were  still  in 
great  demand,  and  this  issue  was  the  second  attempt  to  alleviate  the 
continual  scarcity  of  the  small  bills. 

After  the  capitulation  of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown,  in  1781,  military 
operations  and  opposition  from  the  British  virtually  ceased.  Only  the 
refugee  Tories  continued  their  sporadic  raids  from  bases  in  New  York. 
Life  in  New  Jersey  coursed  along  in  a channel  that  was  neither  peace 
nor  war.  Finances  of  the  state  were  little  improved,  though  perhaps 
less  alarming  than  they  had  been  a few  years  earlier,  due  to  the  constant 
drainage  of  supplies  and  men  for  the  military  operations.  The  state’s 
paper  bills  fluctuated  erratically  in  value;  the  ratio  of  paper  to  specie 
seems  to  have  varied  between  21/2-1  and  4-1  during  the  years  1781  and 
1782.  If  paper  values  did  not  collapse  at  a catastrophic  rate  comparable 
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Issue  of  December  20,  1783 

to  that  of  the  Continental  Currency,  the  reasons  may  be  found  in  the 
fact  that  the  state  still  had  the  power  to  tax  and  use  it,  however  cheer- 
lessly, and  the  bitter  experiences  of  the  majority  of  the  other  colonies 
with  respect  to  their  own  nightmares  of  paper  money  emissions  made 
the  bills  of  the  Continental  Congress  seem  a poor  anti-climax  to  their 
own  follies. 

In  December,  1783,  £31,359  5sh.  were  issued  in  5 denominations 
from  the  2sh.6d.  to  £6  notes,  and  were  to  be  signed  by  the  treasurer 
and  auditor  of  the  state.  This  issue  was  recalled  before  the  stated 
maturity  date  came  due,  as  mentioned  before. 

A law  passed  in  1786,  created  an  emission  of  £100,000  in  bills  of 
credit,  but  it  was  rejected  by  the  governor  and  council;  both  afraid  of 
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venturing  into  further  depreciation.  As  a result,  the  people  grew  violent 
in  their  demands  for  more  paper  money.  Belief  in  the  benefits  was  still 
prevalent  and  a special  session  of  the  Assembly  was  held  in  May, 
whereby  the  governor  was  compelled  to  sign  the  measure  into  law  by 
popular  demand. 

This  same  year,  1786,  saw  the  New  Jersey  legislature  authorize  the 
striking  of  copper  coins  as  well.  Two  mints  were  established,  one  near 
Morristown  and  the  other  in  Elizabethtown,  and  both  operated  until 
adoption  of  the  Federal  Constitution  in  1788.  Walter  Mould  operated 
the  Morristown  mint,  while  Albion  Cox  and  Gilbert  Kindle  conducted  the 
Elizabethtown  establishment.  All  of  the  coins  thus  struck  in  Jersey  used 
practically  an  identical  reverse  of  a shield  in  the  center  and  around  the 
edge  the  inscription  “E  Pluribus  Unum.”  The  obverses  used  were  an 
eagle,  George  Washington,  Columbia  seated,  and  the  “horse  and  plow” 
motif. 

The  rise  and  growth  of  the  “paper  money  party”  after  the  Revolu- 
tion is  perhaps  difficult  to  understand,  viewing  the  over-all  pattern  of 
fiat  money  in  retrospect,  for  the  populace  in  every  town  and  hamlet  had 
witnessed  and  suffered  at  first-hand  from  local  and  Continental  Congress 
issues  and  their  ultimate  collapse  had  caused  widespread  misery  and 
suffering.  But  the  public  in  general  (consisting  of  an  over-abundance 
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of  debtors  over  creditors)  were  still  willing  to  believe  in  some  unfound 
magic  power  of  the  printing  presses  and  continued  their  attacks  upon 
the  legislatures  of  the  several  states.  In  some  states,  however,  there  were 
reasoning,  level-headed  men  of  ability,  bold  enough  to  brave  the  storm 
of  angry  protest  of  the  debtors  for  aid  and  proceed  with  caution  to 
remedy  their  financial  mistakes. 

May  17,  1786,  witnessed  the  final  emission  of  state  money  in  New 
Jersey,  in  the  amount  of  £100,000,  in  denominations  of  Ish.  to  £6.  This 
issue  was  faithfully  redeemed,  along  with  the  long  list  of  predecessors, 
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and  the  sincere  efforts  of  the  legislators  of  New  Jersey  to  redeem  their 
notes  must  ever  stand  as  a tribute  to  those  men  who  labored  with  but  few 
tools  at  their  hands  to  overcome  the  scarcity  of  specie  and  lack  of  capital 
that  hampered  the  colonists  in  their  efforts  to  become  self-sustaining.

Arguments  abound,  both  pro  and  con,  over  the  subject  of  paper, 
money  in  the  colonies,  and  too  many  historians  have  neglected  completely, 
or  in  part,  the  tragic  importance  which  this  phase  of  colonial  life  played 
in  unifying  the  minds  and  desires  of  the  colonists  in  seeking  freedom 
from  the  masters  overseas.  The  British  thought  so  highly  of  the  impor- 
tance of  money  in  winning  the  war  that  they  counterfeited  many  notes 
in  England  and  British  ships  were  seized  as  they  sailed  up  the  Delaware 
River  with  loads  of  such  spurious  notes  in  their  holds  in  a further 
attempt  to  spread  disorder  and  ruin  among  the  colonists. 

Despite  the  disastrous  effects  of  unsound  paper  emission  and  Eng- 
land’s early  and  continued  attempts  prior  to  the  Revolution  to  curtail 
the  abuses  then  prevalent,  the  great  importance  of  money  as  a direct 
and  overpowering  cause  of  the  War  of  Independence  cannot  be  under- 
estimated, now  that  the  whole  picture  has  been  presented.  Judgment 
must  be  passed  on  the  facts  as  they  are,  and  the  pressing  needs  for  a 
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sound  money  policy  caused  a union  of  minds  before  the  redcoats 
attempted  to  conquer  the  colonists  by  force  of  arms. 

It  has  been  the  objective  of  the  present  discourse  to  familiarize  some 
of  the  little-known  facts  and  intricacies  of  colonial  finances  in  “Nova 
Caesarea,”  and  acquaint  some  readers  with  a fascinating  study  of 
numismatics  that  may  have  been  overlooked  in  a search  for  a collecting 
specialty.  Good  notes  of  many  of  the  colonies  are  scarce,  it  is  true,  but 
each  and  every  one,  rare  or  common,  is  a valuable  link  to  the  past, 
bringing  into  sharper  focus  the  common  problems  and  conditions  of 
colonial  days.  As  Americans,  the  heritage  for  all  the  strong  pioneers 
to  be  handed  down  and  carried  forward  is  courage,  unity,  faith,  and 
devotion  to  God  and  country.

FAKKAN  ZEKBE 

Honorary  Member  of  the  A.N.A. 

Farran  Zerbe,  dean  of  American  numismatists  and  curator  emeritus  of 
the  Chase  National  Bank  Exhibit  of  Moneys  of  the  World,  passed  away 
December  25th,  1949.  He  was  seventy-eight  and  illness  had  confined  him  to 
his  New  York  City  home  for  several  months  prior  to  his  death. 

Mr.  Zerbe,  a little  man,  was  big  in  accomplishments  in  the  numismatic 
field.  He  joined  the  A.N.A.  July  25th,  1900  and  was  given  number  197.  His 
tenure  was  continuous  from  that  day  until  his  death,  and  he  was  to  receive 
the  50  Year  Gold  Membership  Award  at  this  years  Milwaukee  Convention. 
In  1944  he  was  awarded  an  Honorary  membership  for  his  many  contributions 
to  our  science  and  avocation.  He  entered  the  official  family  in  1904  as  First 
Vice  President,  serving  in  that  capacity  until  1907  when  he  became  our 
Seventh  President  and  served  two  terms.  It  was  during  his  tenure  as  Presi- 
dent that  Dr.  Heath,  original  founder  of  the  A.N.A.  died  and  Mr.  Zerbe 
purchased  The  Numismatist  from  the  estate.  He  carried  on  as  its  owner  and 
editor  for  the  next  two  years.  In  1928  he  became  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Governors  and  for  the  past  several  years  was  official  Historian.  As  many  has 
said  that,  next  to  Dr.  Heath,  he  did  more  and  worked  harder  than  any  other 
to  make  the  A.N.A.  the  success  it  is  today. 

No  phase  of  numismatics,  however  obscure,  was  considered  unimportant 
by  Mr.  Zerbe  and  he  was  forever  interested  in  the  unheralded  items  which 
today  are  eagerly  sought.  Throughout  his  career  he  imparted  his  repertory 
of  numismatic  knowledge  to  others  in  his  contributions  of  articles  and  papers 
covering  a wide  range  of  collecting,  published  mainly  in  The  Numismatist. 


Always  modest  he  left  many  of  his  articles  unsigned  or  used  a pen  name,  one 
of  his  favorites  being  “Portuguese  Joe.” 

Perhaps  his  best  known  and  most  sought  after  work  was  his  treatise  on 
the  Bryan  Satirical  Pieces,  published  in  a special  issue  of  our  magazine, 
July  1926.  This  branch  of  numismatics  will  always  be  attributed  according 
to  Zerbe. 

He  was  an  accomplished  lecturer,  giving  freely  of  his  talents  at  many 
numismatic  gatherings.  He  attended  twenty-seven  National  A.N.A.  Conven- 
tions from  1904  to  1941,  always  taking  an  active  part  in  the  proceedings. 

He  was  chief  numismatist  at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  in  1904  and  at  the 
Portland  Exposition  in  1905-06,  as  well  as  the  1915-16  San  Francisco  Expo- 
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sition.  It  was  at  the  latter  that  he  personally  struck  the  nineteenth  specimen 
of  the  $50  Commemorative  gold  piece.  For  many  years  he  exhibited  and 
lectured  on  his  collection  of  “Money  of  the  World.”  This  huge  display  con- 
sisted of  over  50,000  specimens  of  exchange  media.  It  ranged  from  a Baby- 
lonian due  bill  made  of  baked  clay  in  3000  B.  C.  to  the  latest  U.  S.  coin.  In 
1928  he  sold  this  mammoth  exhibit  to  the  Chase  National  Bank  and  became 
its  curator,  until  his  retirement  in  1939.  He  was  founder  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
Numismatic  Society  and  a member  of  the  United  States  Assay  Commission 
in  1909  and  1923.  He  was  a Fellow  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society, 
and  belonged  to  many  numismatic  clubs  and  organizations. 

Numismatics  has  lost  one  of  its  beloved  pioneers.  One  who  did  more  to 
popularize  numisrpatics  in  this  counti'y  than  anyone  we  might  name.  In  his 
time  there  were  only  a few  organized  collectors  and  he  worked  under  handi- 
caps that  would  discourage  the  ordinary  run  of  us. 

The  niche  he  carved  in  its  Hall  of  Fame  will  stand  as  a challenge  to 
others  who  will  find  it  hard  to  equal,  let  alone  surpass,  his  achievements. 
He  was  truly  worthy  of  the  title,  “Dean  of  American  Numismatics.”

COIN  COLLECTING.  Merit  Badge  Series.  Prepared  and  published  by 
Boy  Scouts  of  America.  2 Park  Avenue,  New  York,  1949. 

The  attempt  several  years  ago  to  make  coin  collecting  a Merit  Badge 
subject  was  not  altogether  successful  because  the  text  book  was  written  at 
too  high  a class  level.  This,  the  second  edition  is  much  more  simplified  and 
the  requirements  much  more  suitable  to  teen-age  boys. 

The  Scout  attempting  to  earn  the  Merit  Badge  has  to  form  a type 
set  of  U.  S.  coins  that  are  easily  found  in  everyday  circulation,  identify  the 
mint  marks,  and  engravers’  signature,  and  study  the  designs. 

Brief  chapters  are  devoted  to  “Why  Collect  Coins,”  “Coining  Words,” 
“Pieces  of  Eight,”  “Coins  of  the  World,”  “Coin  Quiz,”  “Caxlng  for  your  Coins,” 
“Know  your  Modern  Money,”  and  “Counterfeit  Coins.” 

As  an  elementary  introduction  to  coin  collecting,  even  for  the  adult, 
this  38-page  booklet  will  be  indeed  useful.  It  can  be  obtained  from  Boy 
Scout  Headquarters  in  any  city.  — S.M. 

CATALOGUE  OF  THE  COINS  OF  SOUTH  AFRICA.  By  Dr.  Alex 
Kaplan.  P.  O.  Box  132,  Germiston,  South  Africa.  8 vo,  28  pp.  Halftone 
illustrations.  Price  $2  for  ordinary  edition.  De  Luxe  edition  $4.  De  Lu.xe 
edition  autographed  $9. 

This  is  a detailed,  illustrated  list  of  the  coins  of  South  Africa  beginning 
with  the  issues  of  Thomas  Francois  Burgers  in  1874  and  ending  with  the 
current  issues  of  George  VI.  The  number  of  each  coin  minted  is  given 
and  each  date  is  evaluated.  The  number  of  rarities,  even  among  recent 
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issues,  appears  to  be  surprisingly  large  for  in  many  instances  the  coinages 
were  limited  to  a few  specimen  sets. 

In  his  initial  effort  to  list  and  price  this  series  Dr.  Kaplan  has  made 
an  important  contribution  to  numismatics  and  his  Catalogue  is  a “must” 
for  every  collector  of  modern  coins.  — S.M. 

THE  STANDARD  PRICE  LIST  OF  U.  S.  COINS  AND  CURRENCY. 
Published  by  Wayte  Raymond,  Mineola,  New  York.  64  pp.  8 vo.  Heavy  paper 
covers.  Profusely  illustrated  and  showing  all  types  of  U.  S.  coins.  Colonials, 
coins  of  Hawaii  and  the  Philippines  as  well  as  a selection  of  Private  gold 
and  Colonial  notes.  Retail  prices  are  indicated  for  all  the  dates  and  mint 
marks  of  copper  and  nickel  coins  and  for  the  commemoratives.  The  silver 
and  gold  coins  are  priced  by  “types”  rather  than  by  date. 

Of  especial  interest  is  the  “Paper  Money  Supplement,”  which  lists  and 
evaluates  Colonial,  Continental,  Confederate,  Fractional,  and  I’egular  U.  S. 
Notes.  The  prices  for  the  latter  series  show  a sharp  increase  over  those 
given  in  the  previous  “Paper  Money  Catalogue.”

The  Philosophy  of  Coin  Collecting 

It  is  apparent  to  the  advanced  col- 
lector that  there  is  something  to  the 
study  of  coins  which  may  not  be 
revealed  in  the  contemplation  of  the 
rare  date.  That  is,  though  we  may 
covet  and  cherish  a rarity,  is  it  not 
in  most  respects  a twin  brother  either 
to  the  coin  which  preceded  it,  (except 
for  the  date)  or  the  one  that  follows. 
Consequently  there  must  be  some- 
thing psychological  involved  when  we 
are  motivated  to  possess  one  coin 
over  anothei’. 

This  “something”  is  often  called  in 
aesthetics  “uniqueness.”  The  unique 
in  experience  is  a quality  of  things 
(coins  in  this  instance)  which  is  en- 
tirely different.  Collectors  accumu- 
late coins  for  the  reason  it  provides  a 
pleasure  activity  not  exactly  dupli- 
cated elsewhere.  There  is  a trait  of 
human  nature  that  thrives  on  the 
quest  for  variation.  Coins  afford  a 
high  degree  of  multiplicity  in  design, 
artistic  portrayal,  differences,  in  vari- 
ety, and  contrast  as  to  historical 
background,  etc. 

If  we  follow  the  sequence  or  life 
story  of  the  “collector”  from  the 
beginning  phases  thru  to  the  spe- 
cialist stage  the  picture  becomes 
clearer.  Our  neophyte  will  begin 
most  likely  when  he  learns,  probably 
over  the  dealer’s  counter,  one  coin  is 
worth  a premium  of  several  dollars, 
and  another  of  the  same  design,  but 
with  a difference  as  to  the  date, 
brings  only  face  value.  There  are 
those,  of  course,  who  begin  with 
research  in  mind,  however  they  are 
likely  to  be  in  the  minority.  Once 
started  the  new  collector  will  ride 
his  hobby  till  his  board  is  filled,  when 
he  must  cast  about  for  new  experi- 
ence. Perhaps  by  this  time  he  has 
become  conscious  of  the  foreign  field. 
He  may  be  attracted  to  their  great 
multiplicity,  and  relative  economy, 
regardless  of  age.  Once  this  initial 
curiosity  is  stimulated  the  sincere 
numismatist  is  well  on  his  way,  and 
all  the  ramifications  of  history,  wars, 
art,  economics,  and  intrigue  carry  the 
enthusiast  along  avenues  of  endless 
fascination.  Each  new  coin  becomes 
an  experience  rich  in  mystery  and 
adventure.  The  difficult  ones  to  attri- 
bute are  the  most  exciting.  Often 
professional  opinion  is  needed,  and 


occasionally  this  may  not  be  final,  so 
the  pattern  follows  as  a quest  for 
accurate,  authentic  information.  “Run 
it  down”  is  a familiar  expression 
among  those  who  have  arrived  at  the 
knowing  stage. 

Collecting  of  coins  might  be  said 
to  consist  of  three  stages:  first  the 
delight  or  curiosity  stage  wherein 
everything  is  novel,  exciting,  worthy 
of  attention;  second  is  the  learning 
or  orientation  phase  as  the  collector 
begins  to  show  his  individuality  by 
prefei’ring  first  one  series  then  an- 
other; the  third,  broadest  or  most 
undefined  area  of  development  is  the 
knowing  stage.  At  this  point  we  find 
those  who  are  dogmatic,  dismiss  any- 
one who  argues  as  being  uncertain; 
others  who  are  not  so  sure,  but  who 
are  interested  in  discussion;  and  last 
the  specialist  who  has  his  own  field, 
and  doesn’t  give  a damn  about  the 
other  series. 

Naturally  in  classifying  collectors 
arbitrarily  we  must  make  exception 
to  the  dealer  or  the  pi’ofessional.  He 
may  represent  any  one  of  the  stages 
of  development,  and  conceivably  be 
more  attracted  Ijy  the  aesthetic  inter- 
est, than  the  profit  motive,  but  not 
usually.  The  dealer  needs  an  objec- 
tive point  of  view  in  order  to  appre- 
ciate the  catholic  tastes  of  his  cus- 
tomers. The  professional  eventually 
becomes  indifferent  to  any  series  ob- 
taining his  uniqueness  or  “thrill” 
from  the  nature  of  the  deal.  This  is 
generally  called  the  “professional 
attitude.” 

Thus  we  can  see  coin  collecting,  not 
as  a compensating  activity  for  the 
frustrated,  but  a genuine  effort  on 
the  part  of  normal  people  to  seek  out 
something  significant,  unique,  and 
beautiful  in  many  instances,  from  the 
context  of  numismatics.  Coin  collec- 
tors have  the  vision  and  insight  to 
fathom  something  beyond  the  super- 
ficial aspects  of  nickels,  dimes,  quar- 
ters, or  just  change.  The  numismatist 
takes  his  place  among  poets,  painters, 
musicians,  for  it  is  the  essence  of 
things  that  is  enduring.  The  mere 
coin  collector,  puttering  among  his 
pennies,  farthings,  drachma  assumes 
the  status  of  a philosopher.

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Protection  of  Mint  and  Proof  Coins 

This  is  an  old  subject.  It  has  been 
continually  discussed  and  almost  worn 
out,  but  when  something  really  NEW 
comes  along,  maybe  it  is  worth  a few 
more  lines  of  print. 

Last  year,  in  The  Numismatist,  we 
had  two  very  thorough  articles  writ- 
ten on  how  to  clean  coins  which 
brought  out  many  fine  suggestions  in 
this  field.  Let  us  think  how  much 
better  it  would  be  to  propeidy  pre- 
serve the  coin  in  the  first  place  in  a 
mint  condition. 

A brief  review  of  what  leads  to  dis- 
coloration and  tarnish  in  a coin  can 
be  summed  up  as  follows: 

1.  Exposure  to  air  and  sunlight 

2.  Sulphur 

If  a coin  can  be  housed  or  put  away 
in  something  airtight  and  at  the 
same  time  have  that  “something”  sul- 
phur free  the  problem  is  conquered. 
Up  to  the  present  time  no  coin  enve- 
lope or  cardboard  holder  escapes  the 
above  because  all  paper  products  do 
contain  sulphur  in  their  manufacture. 
One  might  argue  that  the  sealed  cel- 
lophane envelope  is  airtight,  but  on 
good  chemical  authority  we  learn 
that  in  making  cellophane  a sulphite 
process  is  used.  Certain  plastics  also 
have  a sulphur  content. 

For  over  a year  chemical  research 
has  been  quietly  at  work  on  deter- 
mining a plastic  that  is  sulphur  free 
and  which  could  be  used  for  housing 
uncirculated  and  proof  coins,  and  be 
relied  upon  to  keep  them  in  brilliant 
mint  condition. 

It  should  be  mentioned  that  pure 
aluminum  foil  is  the  best  thing  up  to 
the  present  time,  but  one  has  to  un- 
wrap the  coin  to  see  it,  and  beautiful 
coins  should  be  seen  and  not  “hid 
under  a bushel.” 

This  item  has  so  worried  the  writer 
that  after  enlisting  the  help  of  one 
other  man,  we  have  developed,  after 
two  years,  an  individual  coin  con- 
tainer. It  has  been  legally  protected 
and  is  ready  for  your  acceptance  or 
rejection.  The  coin  container  is  air- 
tight, sulphur  free  plastic  and  we  feel 
it  really  solves  the  problem.

Decimal  System  of  Classification 

Dear  Mr.  Mosher: 

In  Mr.  Gough’s  article,  “A  Chal- 
lenge to  the  A.N.A. ,”  which  appeared 
in  the  February  issue  of  The  Numis- 
matist, 1 think  Mr.  Gough  has  quite 
an  acceptable  argument  and  though 
I am  a very  green  amateur,  I would 
like  to  see  some  standardization  of 
terminology  in  our  hobby. 

The  additional  suggestions  which 
were  aired  in  the  April  edition  of  our 
very  fine  magazine  also  were  of  in- 
terest. If  this  be  a typical  represen- 
tation of  the  thought  on  Mr.  Gough’s 
challenge,  the  A.N.A.  seems  to  be 
pretty  well  behind  him. 

As  an  addendum  to  this  fine  idea, 
I would  like  to  call  to  your  attention 
an  article  by  V.  R.  Honick  in  “Letters 
to  the  Editor”  of  Seaby’s  Coin  and 
Medal  Bulletin  which  appears  on  page 
167  of  the  April  issue  of  the  1950 
volume,  in  which  Mr.  Honick  sug- 
gests a decimal  system  for  classifica- 
tion, pointing  out  that  you  can  very 
easily  do  away  with  “abouts,”  “al- 
mosts,”  “nearlys,”  “plus,”  “pract.,” 
etc.  by  using  a decimal  and  if  neces- 
sary, a second  decimal  place.  My  sug- 
gestion is  that  rather  than  use  Mr. 
Gough’s  ten  classifications,  we  use 
instead  the  following  table,  or  a vari- 
ation of  this: 

1.0  for  Br.  Proof 
.9  for  Proof 
.8  for  Br.  Unc. 

.7  for  Unc. 

.6  for  XF 
.5  for  VF 
.4  for  F 
.3  for  VG 
.2  for  G 
.1  for  Fair 

Now,  if  a man  had  a coin  which  is 
extremely  fine  to  uncirculated  or  al- 
most uncirculated,  he  would  classify 
it  as  .65  or  .67  rather  than  XF/Unc. 
or  almost  Unc.  Mr.  Honick  has  come 
up  with  what  I believe  to  be  the  best 
solution  by  far.  He  calls  to  our  atten- 
tion that  “These  figures  may  lack  the 
glamour  of  the  verbal  descriptions, 
but  they  lend  themselves  to  a far 
higher  degree  of  precision,  and  would 
certainly  be  cheaper  in  printing  and 
space  occupied.”

CC  dime  without  arrows,  the  1876-CC 
20-cent  piece;  quarters  of  1823  and 
both  varieties  of  1827,  the  1838-0  half 
dollar,  1870-S  dollar  and  trade  dollars 
of  1884  and  1885.  In  the  gold  series 
are  included  the  fabulous  1841  quarter 
eagle  as  well  as  the  1854-S  and  1863. 
The  1875  $3  piece,  the  1858  eagle  and 
the  1879  Quintuple  Stella  are  also  fea- 
tured as  well  as  the  half  eagles  of 
1815,  1819,  1821,  1824,  1827,  1828,  1829, 
1830,  and  1832.  The  1924-S  double 
eagle  together  with  the  1883,  1884, 
1926-D  and  1931-D  round  out  a well- 
balanced  sale.

National  Coin  Week  Robbery 

A large  part  of  the  exhibits  put  on 
display  by  Earl  C.  Brown  and  Glenn 
B.  Smedley  in  the  Woodlawn  Regional 
Library,  Chicago,  were  stolen  on  the 
night  of  April  19,  when  a young  man, 
who  had  hidden  himself  in  the  Library 
at  closing  time,  surprised  the  night 
watchman  at  11  p.m.,  covered  him 
with  a gun,  pried  open  the  cases  and 
took  everything  he  could  get  his 
hands  on. 

Among  the  items  stolen  were  $1, 
$2,  and  $5  silver  certificates,  series  of 
1896;  complete  set  of  commemorative 
half  dollars;  Spanish  milled  dollars  of 
1739,  1742,  1773,  and  1801.  Also  taken 
was  a type  set  of  U.  S.  half  dollars 
1794  to  1917,  34  miscellaneous  mis- 
struck  U.  S.  coins,  and  a 25th  Anni- 
versary silver  medal  of  the  Chicago 
Coin  Club. 

Police  have  circulated  a list  of  the 
material  stolen,  and  anyone  suspect- 
ing its  whereabouts  should  get  in 
touch  with  the  Chicago  Detective 
Division,  Wabash  2-4747,  Ex.

These  remarks  are  mostly  rewritten  fi’om  previous  discussions  on  the  same 
topics,  and  while  intended  primarily  for  our  newer  members,  all  of  the  mem- 
bers may  need  to  be  reminded  of  some  of  them  from  time  to  time. 


Nominations 

Elsewhere  in  this  issue  is  a I'eport  of  nominations  for  the  1950  election  of 
officers,  received  prior  to  the  closing  date.  Additional  nominations  will  be 
received  until  June  25.  Members  should  have  a serious  and  personal  interest 
in  the  nomination  and  election  of  their  officers. 


The  Convention 

The  arrangements  for  the  annual  convention  of  the  Association,  to  be  held 
this  year  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin  on  August  25-29,  are  nearly  complete  and 
it  is  not  too  soon  to  begin  to  make  your  own  arrangements  to  attend.  It  is  a 
meeting  that  you  will  not  want  to  miss.  Some  business  will  be  transacted  in 
which  you  will  be  interested  and  in  which  you  should  be  concerned,  but  there 
will  be  ample  time  for  social  activities,  the  educational  program,  the  viewing 
of  exhibits,  and  for  buying  and  selling.  Do  not  overlook  making  advance  hotel 
reservations.  The  convention  will  be  held  in  the  Hotel  Schroeder,  and  you 
should  request  reservations  directly  with  the  Hotel.  No  deposit  is  required 
but  you  should  indicate  day  and  approximate  hour  of  arrival  and  notify  the 
Hotel  promptly  if  any  change  is  necessary.  Bring  your  confirmation  of  reser- 
vation with  you.  Note  also  that  the  convention  begins  on  Saturday  and  ends 
with  the  banquet  on  the  following  Tuesday  night. 

The  Election 

This  most  important  item  of  business  is  not  transacted  at  the  convention. 
It  is  done  entirely  by  mail  so  that  each  member  has  an  equal  voice.  On  or 
about  July  10  you  will  receive  by  mail  an  official  ballot.  Regardless  of  whether 
or  not  you  intend  to  be  present  at  the  convention,  mark  and  mail  the  ballot 
promptly.  It  will  not  be  opened  until  the  election  committee  meets  in  Mil- 
waukee to  count  the  ballots.  Your  vote  is  entirely  secret  and  is  most  essential. 
These  ballots  should  reach  the  office  of  the  General  Secretary  not  later  than 
August  15  but  may  be  delivered  at  the  convention.  No  duplicate  ballots  will  be 
available  at  the  convention.  If  you  are  a member  in  good  standing  and  fail 
to  receive  a ballot  by  July  20,  please,  write  for  one.  It  will  be  sent  promptly. 

The  Proxy  System 

In  spite  of  repeated  explanation,  there  still  seems  to  be  some  misunder- 
standing or  misrepresentation  regarding  the  proxy  forms  that  are  mailed  with 
the  ballots.  The  following  statements  are  reprinted  from  the  June,  1949  issue 
of  The  Numismatist  and  are  worth  reading  again. 

Most  corporations  which  hold  business  meetings  at  which  members  would 
be  entitled  to  vote  if  present  have  a system  whereby  absent  members  can  be 
represented  by  others.  The  Association  has  such  a system,  as  prescribed  in  the 
By  Laws.  Members  who  are  unable  to  attend  the  annual  convention  may  desig- 
nate any  other  member  in  attendance  to  represent  them.  This  is  done  by 
filling  out  the  Proxy  Form  which  is  mailed  with  the  ballots.  If  you  do  not 
expect  to  attend  the  convention  you  should  fill  out  this  form  and  mail  it  to 
the  office  of  the  General  Secretary.  You  must  write  on  the  form  the  name  of 
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the  person  or  persons  who  are  to  represent  you.  No  one  else  can  do  this  for 
you.  You  should  designate  as  your  proxy  some  member  who  expects  to  be 
present,  one  whom  you  feel  would  vote  as  you  would  vote  if  present.  It  may 
be  desirable  to  designate  someone  in  your  owm  city  or  club  if  possible,  or  pos- 
sibly the  A.N.A.  Representative  for  your  local  club,  or  any  other  member  in 
whom  you  have  full  confidence.  It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  the  proxy 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  election  of  officers.  The  ballot  is  entirely  separate. 

This  proxy  system  has  occasionally  resulted  in  the  situation  where  one  or 
more  members  hold  a majority  of  the  proxies  at  a convention.  This  may  be 
good  or  it  may  be  bad.  Our  By  Laws  do  not  provide  for  any  arbitrary  limita- 
tion or  restriction.  Most  business  transacted  at  an  annual  convention  is  routine 
and  consists  mostly  of  formal  acceptance  of  reports  and  recommendations  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Executive  Board.  Motions  on  these  matters  are  nearly 
always  carried  unanimously  and  it  would  be  a waste  of  time  to  include  a proxy 
vote.  As  a matter  of  fact,  there  has  not  been  a proxy  vote  taken  at  any  con- 
vention since  1937,  and  only  then  on  a matter  upon  which  there  was  some  dif- 
ference of  opinion  but  not  very  important.  However,  it  is  the  privilege  of  any 
member  to  call  for  a proxy  vote  on  any  motion  and  this  is  the  only  way  in 
which  absent  members  can  be  represented  and  have  a voice  in  convention 
proceedings. 

An  examination  of  the  official  reports  of  previous  conventions  will  reveal 
that  elected  officers  have  held  most  of  the  proxies.  This  is  more  or  less  to  be 
expected.  The  officers  do  attend  the  conventions  and  have  an  unquestioned 
interest  in  the  business  affairs  of  the  Association  as  well  as  a familiarity  with 
details.  They  also  have  a wide  acquaintance  with  the  members  and,  for  the 
most  part,  enjoy  their  confidence  and  respect.  It  is  only  natural  that  they 
would  be  designated  by  quite  a few  members  to  represent  them. 

It  has  been  suggested  by  some  members  that  it  may  be  undesirable  for 
a few  officers  to  hold  most  of  the  proxies.  It  would  be  possible  to  amend  the 
By  Laws  in  such  a way  as  to  avoid  this  situation,  but  a more  critical  analysis 
of  the  matter  will  indicate  that  there  is  no  cause  for  alarm.  Members  should 
note  that  our  Federal  Charter,  which  acts  as  our  Constitution,  and  is  not 
subject  to  amendment  except  by  an  act  of  Congress,  specifically  places  the 
control  of  the  Association  in  the  Board  of  Governors,  elected  by  the  membex’s. 
The  Board  has  the  authority  to  veto  any  act  by  the  convention,  whether  passed 
by  means  of  proxies  or  otherwise.  While  there  is  no  instance  of  a motion  made 
and  passed  on  the  floor  and  later  vetoed  by  the  Board,  the  fact  still  remains 
that  any  such  motion  is  no  more  and  no  less  than  a mere  recommendation  to 
the  Board.  The  fact  that  members  of  the  Board  hold  sufficient  proxies  to  pi’e- 
vent  an  act  by  the  convention  which  could  be  overruled  anyway  or  to  cause 
to  be  carried  any  motion  which  could  be  put  into  effect  without  a convention 
vote  makes  it  absolutely  meaningless  to  be  concerned  over  how  many  proxies 
any  one  person  might  hold.  There  is  no  possibility  that  such  proxies  could  con- 
stitute any  threat  or  any  power.  The  power  of  administration  of  Association 
affairs  rests  with  the  officers  and  your  real  concern  should  be  with  the  nomina- 
tion and  election  of  qualified  officers  in  whom  you  can  safely  trust  this  power. 
Your  proxy  is  therefore  not  as  important  as  your  ballot. 

Be  sure  to  mark  the  ballot  carefully  and  send  it  in  promptly.  Send  the 
proxy  form  in  only  if  you  do  not  plan  to  attend  the  convention. 


Convention  Program 

The  Convention  Program  is  a publication  by  the  local  Host  Club  and  is 
not  an  official  publication  of  the  Association.  The  Auction  Catalog  is  likewise 
a personal  publication  of  the  dealer  selected  to  conduct  the  convention  auction 
and  not  an  official  publication  of  the  Association.  These  two  publications  will 
be  distributed  to  those  in  attendance  at  the  convention  and  will  be  mailed  to 
any  other  person  who  requests  them.  Those  on  the  mailing  list  of  the  con- 
vention auctioneer  will  naturally  receive  the  Auction  Catalog  without  a 
request.  A postal  card  request,  to  the  office  of  the  Genei’al  Secretary,  will 
bring  either  or  both  publications  promptly  when  printed.  This  plan,  ordered 
and  approved  by  the  Executive  Board,  prevents  waste  and  needless  expense  of 
sending  these  publications  to  those  who  do  not  want  them  or  for  whom  they 
would  be  of  no  value  or  interest.  If  you  do  want  them  and  fail  to  receive  them 
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it  will  be  your  own  fault.  A one-cent  postal  and  about  a half  minute  of  your 
time  will  do  the  trick. 


Convention  Exhibits 

The  highlight  of  any  convention  is  the  great  wealth  of  numismatic  mate- 
rial on  exhibit.  Virtually  every  important  kind  of  coin,  currency  or  medal  will 
be  on  display.  This  will  be  true,  though,  only  if  the  members  take  the  pride 
and  the  trouble  to  prepare  and  bring  their  best  coins  for  others  to  enjoy. 
There  should  be  a gi'eat  deal  of  pride  and  not  very  much  trouble  in  doing  this. 
The  Association  has  spent  a great  deal  of  money  in  buying  and  ti’ansporting 
suitable  exhibit  cases  for  this  purpose.  Your  coins  are  insured  at  no  cost  to 
you.  Available  space  and  the  number  of  cases  do  limit  the  number  and  size 
of  exhibits.  It  will  greatly  simplify  matters  and  assist  the  local  committee  in 
arranging  the  exhibits  if  you  will  advise  the  committee  in  advance  of  what 
you  would  like  to  exhibit  and  the  amount  of  space  required.  Reservations  for 
exhibit  cases  should  be  requested  from  Leonard  V.  Hinkley,  2917  W.  Melvina 
St.,  Milwaukee,  Wise.  You  should  also  prepare,  in  advance,  a list  of  the  coins 
with  the  value,  to  facilitate  the  insurance  coverage.  It  may  not  be  possible  to 
furnish  cases  at  the  last  minute  if  reservation  has  not  been  made. 


Awards 

As  usual,  silver  membership  medals  will  be  awarded  at  the  convention  to 
those  members  who  have  not  previously  received  such  an  award  and  who  have 
been  members  of  the  Association  for  twenty-five  years,  or  more.  About  20 
such  medals  will  be  awarded  this  year.  One  gold  medal  will  be  awarded  for 
fifty  years  of  membership. 

Last  year,  with  the  approval  of  the  membership,  and  on  recommendation 
of  the  Executive  Board,  the  Association’s  Medal  of  Merit  was  authorized  for 
Floyd  B.  Newell,  Lee  H.  Hewitt,  T.  R.  Hammer,  O.  H.  Dodson,  Burton  H. 
Saxton,  T.  O.  Mabbott,  Charles  L.  Ruby,  Charles  F.  Nettleship,  Jr.,  and  Laurence 
Lee  Howe.  These  medals  were  not  ready  for  distribution  at  that  time,  of 
course,  but  they  will  be  officially  awarded  at  the  first  Business  Session  of  the 
Milwaukee  Convention. 

The  Heath  Literary  Award  medals  for  1949  will  also  be  awarded  at  that 
time. 

The  National  Coin  Week  prizes  will  be  awarded  at  the  convention  and 
the  winning  reports  will  be  on  exhibit.

RECENTLY  a hoard  of  ancient  Greek  silver  coins  was  unearthed  in 
Southern  Italy,  along  the  road  that  runs  from  Tarentum  to  Metapontum, 
and  one  of  our  colleagues  on  the  spot  immediately  shipped  it  on  to  us. 
We  know  you  would  have  been  thrilled  to  have  been  present  at  the  exca- 
vating of  this  treasure  and  we,  too,  would  have  enjoyed  the  unearthing. 
However,  we  DO  have  the  pleasure  of  bringing  this  splendid  find  to  you 
for  your  examination. 

The  style  is  unusually  fine  and  indicative  of  the  work  of  the  great 
artists  of  Magna  Graecia.  Almost  equal  in  importance  is  the  condition 
which  is  consistently  fine  and  often  a sharp  uncirculated.  Cities  represented 
are  Croton,  Heraclea,  Metapontum,  Poseidonia,  Tarentum  and  Thurium. 

The  Tarentine  group  includes  a few  of  those  rare  didrachms  of 
reduced  weight  struck  during  the  Hannibalic  occupation,  circa  212-209 
B.  C.,  and  an  excellent  lot  of  drachms  of  the  "owl”  type.  This  latter 
series  was  struck  as  part  of  the  federal  coinage  of  the  Italiote  league  and 
was  issued  in  two  varieties,  with  and  without  a club  in  the  reverse  field.
